They are 
people who come from very far 
away and who have nothing in

Reagan- Gorbachev 

summit set for 
Dec. 7 in Washington 

Superpowers agree to sign INF pact and to 
seek accord on slashing strategic weapons 


WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan announced on Friday he 
would hold a summit with Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev in Washington be ginning 
on Dec. 7 to sign a treaty abolishing 
intermediate-range nuclear forces (INF). 


Speaking to reporters after 
talks at the White House with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze, Mr. Reagan said 
that Mr. Gorbachev “has 
accepted my invitation to come to 
Washington for a summit begin- 
ning on December 7." 

“At that time, we expect to 
sign an agreement eliminating an 
entire class of U.S. and Soviet 
intermediate-range nuclear forces 
or INF,” Mr. Reagan said. 

After talks at the White House 
with Mr. Shevardnadze, the pres- 
ident said be was also hoping to 
go to Moscow next year to sign a 
treaty reducing strategic nuclear 
arms. 

Mr. Gorbachev sent Mr. She- 
vardnadze to- Washington -to 
arrange the summit a week after 
the Kremlin leader rejected a 
meeting with Mr. Reagan during 


talks in Moscow with Secretary of 
State George Shultz. 

With Mr. Shultz and Mr. She- 
vardnadze standing by his side in 
the White House Press Room, 
Mr. Reagan said he did not know 
how long the Washington summit 
would last or whether Mr. Gor- 
bachev would travel around the 
United States, as Mr. Reagan has 
suggested. 

When asked why Mr. Gor- 
bachev had changed his mind on 
the summit during the past week, 
Mr. Reagan said: “There has 
never been to my knowledge any 
negative from turn.” 

Some U.S. officials and private 
analysts had speculated that Mr. 
Gorbachev had played games 
with the summit and witira presi- 
dent weakened by domestic poli- 
tical troubles to try to win conces- 
sions on Mr. Reagan’s strategic 


defence initiative (SD1), a prog- 
ramme of space-based defences 
against ballistic missiles. 

A joint U.S.-Soviet announce- 
ment issued just after Mr. 
Reagan appeared in the White 
House Press Room said that at 
their s ummi t Mr. Reagan and 
Mr. Gorbachev would consider a 
future strategic aims limitation - 
treaty and “the observance of and 
non-withdrawal from the ABM 
treaty for an agreed period.” 

The Soviet Union has insisted 
on compliance with the 1972 trea- 
ty — the main remaining super- 
power agreement curbing the 
arms race — as a means of 
preventing unbridled develop- 
ment of Mr. Reagan’s “Star 
Wars” concept of a space shield 
against nuclear rockets. 

Mr. Reagan’s refusal to give up 
on SDI torpedoed the last 
Reagan-Gorbachev summit in 
Iceland a year ago this month. 

The announcement said, “the 
president and the general secret- 
ary envisage a further meeting 
between them, in the Soviet Un- 
ion in fee fifisf half of 1988, where 
they would also seek progress 
across the entire range of U.S.- 
Soviet relations.”

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — An 
Iranian missile slammed into 
Baghdad early on Friday and Iraq 
promptly vowed vengeance for 
the attack. 

A military spokesman said the 
projectile smashed into a residen- 
tial area, killing or wounding 
several people. 

“Iraq will not let these crimes 
go unpunished," Radio Baghdad 
quoted the spokesman as saying. 
He vowed Iraq would respond to 
the attack “at an appropriate 
time.” 

The missile, the fifth to hit 
Baghdad this month, thundered 
into the city on the eve of a 
month-end deadline for replies 
from Tehran and Baghdad to 


U.N. ceasefire proposals. 

In Tehran, the Revolutionary 
Guards Corps said strikes on 
military, economic and industrial 
centres would continue in retalia- 
tion for Iraqi attacks. 

Iran said the missile was aimed 
at an Iraqi air force building. A 
Reuter reporter who drove by the 
building saw no signs of damage 
in the area. 

Tehran Radio, monitored in 
Nicosia, said the missile attack 
was in retaliation for Iraqi air 
raids on civilian areas in 
Khuzestan and Fars provinces. 

- The Iraqi military spokesman 
did not give the exact number of 
casualties or precise location of 
the strike in Baghdad, a city of 


four million people. 

Following renewed Iraqi air 
raids against Iranian oil installa- 
tions on Wednesday, Tehran 
warned it would retaliate and told 
Iraqis living in most cities, includ- 
ing the capital, to leave. Iran said 
it excluded four cities holy to 
Shi'ite Muslims. 

Iran has fired 15 other missiles 
at Baghdad this year, the last on 
Oct 13 which killed a total of 36 
people and wounded 218. Most of 
the casualties were schoolchil- 
dren aged under 10. 

Iraqi authorities usually do not 
reveal the location of missile 
strikes for security reasons.

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Lebanese Forces’ hunting for 
killers of French guards 


BEIRUT (R) — Heavily-armed 
Lebanese militiamen launched a 
manhunt on Friday for the killers 
of two French embassy guards as 
tough new security restrictions 
were slapped on France's forti- 
fied mission in Beirut. 

A spokesman for the right- 
wing “Lebanese Forces" militia, 
which controls much of Leba- 
non’s Christian areas, told Reu- ’ 
ters the organisation had laun- 
ched an urgent sweep in the city's 
eastern sector. 

Three uniformed paramilitary 
policemen were shopping for 
souvenirs in the crowded Dora 
area of east Beirut on Thursday 
when they were gunned down by 
two men wielding a Czech-made 
sub-machinegon and nine-mil- 
limetre pistol. 

Two died in the hail of fire and 
a third was critically injured when 
a bullet slammed into his skull. 

No-one has so far claimed re- 
sponsibility for the incident. 

It was the first major assault on 
French interests in fee divided 
Lebanese capital since French 
military attache Christian Gout- 
tierre was killed by an unidenti- 
fied gunman outside his embassy 
on Sept. 18 last year. 

“Thu; hunt involves gathering 
intelligence and questioning peo- 
ple... we are providing the 
French government with all the 
information we get,” said the 


mili tia spokesman. 

No arrests had been made so 
far, he added. 

Witnesses at the three-storey 
French embassy in the Mar Takla 
suburb said security guards were 
on full alert in bunkers ringing 
the building. 

“None of the embassy person- 
nel is leaving the compound,” 
said a Lebanese guard at the 
entrance. “They were all told to 
stay inside and not venture out.'’ 

A doctor treating wounded 
policeman Miguel Colhgnon said 
on Friday he was out of danger. 
Collignon was later moved from 
the hospital intensive care unit to 
a private room sealed off by 
French bodyguards. 

He had begun to regain con- 
sciousness, but the left side of his 
body was paralysed after he was 
hit in the head by a bullet, the 
doctor said. 

At least four uniformed 
Frenchmen stood on alert with 
sub-machmeguns along the corri- 
dor leading to the intensive care 
unit at the Hotel Dieu hospital. 
The guards, wearing bulletproof 
jackets, looked tense and refused 
to talk to reporters. 

A French embassy source told 
Reuters the bodies of Lieutenant 
Christian Mondon and Adjutant 
Andre Cruz would be flown to 
France as soon as possible. 

“We are waiting for word from 


Paris when that will be” he said. 

Political sources said the latest 
killings had embarrassed the 
“Lebanese Forces” and chal- 
lenged its security in east Beirut 

“We have always told Wester- 
ners that east Beirut was safer 
than west Beirut but now we have 
lost self-esteem,” said one resi- 
dent. 

French diplomats, soldiers and 
civilians have been the target of 
attacks by Iranian-backed groups 
in west Beirut because of Pans’ 
support for Iraq in the seven- 
year-old Gulf war. 

At least 73 Frenchmen have 
been killed in Lebanon in the last 
four years and seven French 
nationals are among at least 26 
foreigners missing, believed kid- 
napped. 

Security sources said Thurs- 
day's attack was apparently care- 
fully planned. The gunmen fired 
directly at the Frenchmen’s 
heads. French servicemen in 
Beirut usually wear bullet-proof 
jackets out of doors. 

In Paris, the French Foreign 
Ministry condemned the killings 
as an “odions attack” and said it 
was a ssisting Lebanese author- 
ities. 

Lebanese President Amin - 
Gemayel and Prime Minister 
Selim Hoss condemned Thurs- 
day’s ambush and sent condo- 
lakes to the French ambassador. 


KUWAIT (R) — Soviet envoy 
Yuli Vorontsov arrived in Kuwait 
on Friday with a message on Gulf 
peace proposals for Kuwait’s 
emir. Sheikh Jaber A1 Ahmad A1 
Sabah, from Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev, the Kuwaiti 
News Agency (KUNA) reported. 

The agency said Mr. Voront- 
sov, who is first deputy Soviet 
foreign minister, arrived from 
Iraq and would spend 24 hours in 
Kuwait before going on to Iran. 

It said Mr. Gorbachev’s mes- 
sage explains “Moscow’s stance 
towards implementing U.N. 
Security Council Resolution 598 
calling for an end to the Iran-Iraq 
war.” 

Mr. Vorontsov arrived in 
Kuwait only hours after an Ira- 
nian missil e s lamme d into a re- 
sidential area of Baghdad on 
Friday. 

U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar has asked Iran 
and Iraq to reply by Saturday to 
proposals for implementing a 
ceasefire called by the world 
body’s Security Council. 

In a comment to Mr. Voront- 
sov, which political sources said 
could mean a rejection of the 
U.N. proposals, President Sad- 
dam Hussein said on Thursday 
Baghdad would resist “any 
attempt aimed at misinterpreting 
the (U.N.) resolution.” 

Iraq has said it would accept 
(he original ceasefire proposal as 
it stood if Iran did the same. 
Tehran, however, has first de- 
manded that Baghdad be 
branded the aggressor. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar’s latest 
proposals are believed to indnde 
one for setting up a panel to 
apportion blame for starting fee 
war.

Meanwhile Israel has express- 
ed opposition to a proposed sale 
to Saudi Arabia, but it is unlikely 
to fight it, officials said. 

“Our position was and is that 
we are against any arms sales to 
countries in a state of war with 
Israel.” Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Aviv Shir-on told Reuters. 

But strategic experts and offi- 
cials said Israel would avoid a 
fight in the U.S. Congress be- 
cause the White House had 
agreed to drop 1,600 Maverick 
anti-tank missiles from the sale. 

Sources close to Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir said that with the 
Mavericks removed, Israel would 
neither bless the deal “nor raise 
hell to stop it.” 


50 held for coup plot in Mauritania 


NOUAKCHOTT (R) — Fifty 
people have been arrested in 
Mauritania for plotting to over- 
throw President Mohammad 
Maaouya Ould Sid' Ahmad Taya, 
government officials have said. 

Those held were mostly army 
officers from Mauritania's black. 
non-Arab minority, the officials 
said Thursday. 

They included a former interior 
minister. Col. Anne Mamadou 
Babalv. who denied being party 


to the plot but admitted he had 
been approached by those in- 
volved, the officials said. 

Key officers of the Presidential 
Guard were also detained and 
will be tried by a special court at a 
date not yet decided, they added. 

Interior Minister Djibril Ould 
Abdallahi said in a radio broad- 
cast on Wednesday night that the 
plot was thwarted on Oct. 22. He 
described those arrested as 
adventurers who had planned “a 


crime against the nation as a 
whole.” 

Two-thirds of Mauritania’s 1.5 
million people are Arab. Black 
fears of Arab domination have 
been a cause of tension since 
independence from France , 

President Taya, 44, seized 
power in December 1984 in a 
palace coup, pledging a gradual 
return to civilian rule after close 
to. a decade of military govern- 
ments. 


Senior PLO officials visit Morocco 


RABAT (R) — King Hassan of 
Morocco discussed next month's 
Arab summit conference with 
two leaders of the Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation (PLO) on 
Thursday, a PLO source in Rabat 
said. 

Mahmoud Abbas (Abu 
Mazen). a member of the PLO’s 
Executive Committee, and Wajih 
Hassan Ali (Abu Menvane) de- 


puty head of the PLO’s political 
department, also discussed King 
Hassan’s proposal to convene an 
Islamic summit, the PLO said. 

Mr. Abbas, who is also on the 
Central Committee of the main- 
stream Palestinian guerrilla group 
Fateh, is the most senior Palesti- 
nian official to visit Morocco 
since King Hassan decided last 
April to boycott the PLO. 

The king's decision was taken 


after the leader of the Polisario 
guerrilla movement, fighting for 
independence of the Western 
Sahara administered by Morocco, 
was given an official welcome at a 
meeting of die Palestine National 
Council in Algiers. 

The king’s meeting with Mr. 
Abbas was interpreted as a sign 
that relations between Morocco 
and the PLO were on the mend 
after the Algiers incident. 


U.S. rebukes Rabin for slighting Gulf policy 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The United States rebuked Israeli 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
on Thursday for comments slight- 
ing U.S. policy in the Gulf. 

State Department Spokesman 
Charles Redman said if Rabin 
had been quoted accurately in 
comments to foreign journalists 
in Israel on Wednesday, “we 
would certainly disagree with his 
assessment.” 

“We are surprised at his critic- 
ism of our policy," Mr. Redman 
said. 

U.S. newspapers quoted Rabin 


as saying Iraq “had manipulated” 
Washington into attacking Iran 
from warships sent into the Gulf 
to keep the waterway open to 
shipping. 

Mr. Redman said: “All states 
in the Middle East, including 
Israel, which has been singled out 
frequently as an enemy of the 
government of Iran, should be 
concerned about Iran’s hostile 
behaviour and expansionist 
goals.” 

According to the Washington 
Post report' of Rabin's remarks, 
the defence minister said Bagh- 


dad had succeeded in “globalising 
the tanker war” by attacking Ira- 
nian oil storage installations and 
civilian tankers and drawing in 
American and European navies. 

Asked about the possible effect 
of the current economic situation 
on U.S. aid to Israel, Mr. Red- 
man said, “all I could say is that 
in our budget request we asked 
for $1,200 million in economic 
support funds and $1,800 million 
in military assistance — all grant 
— for Israel in fiscal year 1988. 

“This is the same level of assist- 
ance as in fiscal year 1987.” 


minesweepers 
enter Gulf 

DUBAI (R) — Five fresh U.S. 
warships, including a tank-land- 
ing ship and two long-awaited 
deepwater minesweepers, have 
swept into the Gulf for duty with 
the task force that shepherds re- 
flagged Kuwaiti tankers 

Reporters in a helicopter spotted 
the convoy, guarded by a Black- 
hawk helicopter gunship and 
escorted for a period by the cruis- 
er Standley, about 20 miles off 
Dubai near the southern end of 
the oil-shipping waterway. 

Besides the minesweepers 
Esteem and Enhance and the 
tank-lander Barbour County, the 
new arrivals included the 3,700 
tonne Oliver Perry-class frigates 
Carr and Elrod. 

The frigates were relieving 
ships that were rotating off Gulf 
duty, but the minesweepers and 
the tank-lander added new 
dimensions to the force of about a 
dozen ships the U.S. Navy has 
deployed inside the waterway 
since it began escorting the re- 
flagged tankers in July. 

The need for ocean-going 
minesweepers became apparent 
on the very first of those runs 
when the 401382-tonnes super- 
tanker Bridgeton was holed by a 
mine which the United States 
accused Iran of laying. 

The initial defencelessness of 
the U.S. Gulf Force against 
mines was underscored by the 
spectacle of the escorting U.S. 
warships tucking into line behind 
the Bridgeton and allowing it to 
shield them until the group made 
port. 

Other groups of mines, blamed 
on Iran by the United States, 
have since been found up and 
down the Gulf. The British, 
French, Soviets and other powers 
have put minesweepers in the 
Gulf. 

Until now, the United States 
has bad to rely on minesweeping 
helicopters aboard the amphi- 
bious assault ship Guadalcanal, 
and on four small Vietnam-era 
rivercraft capable of hunting 
mines in shallow waters. 

The Esteem and Advance, 
wooden-hulled “Aggressive 
class” minesweepers^ developed 
out of theTCorean-war experi- 
ence, are the vanguard of five 
ships from the ageing U.S. force 
of ocean minesweepers hustled to 
Gulf duty after the Bridgeton 
affair . 

Three more are outside the 
Strait of Hormuz, entry to the 
Gulf, and were expected to enter 
the waterway shortly, military 
sources said. 

The convoy was led by the 
minesweepers but their sweeping 
gear was not deployed. 

The minesweepers were towed 
to just outside the Gulf from their 
U.S. ports to preserve their en- 
gines. 

The convoy’s other new-look 
vessel was the Newport class 
tank-landing ship Barbour Coun- 
ty, although reporters could not 
approach dose enough to see if 
any tanks were on board.

TEL AVIV (R) — An official 
inquiry accused Israel’s Shin Bet 
internal security service on Friday 
of systematically lying in court for 
more than a decade. 

“False testimony by Shin Bet 
officials in court was the norm for 
the last 16 years,” an unclassified 
summary of the report said. It 
said government leaders had 
been unaware of the practice. 

The probe was established by 
the cabinet in May after the 
supreme court freed a Muslim 
army officer who bad served 
seven years in prison on treason 
charges. The officer had been 
forced to make a false confession 
by security agents. 

The court found that security 
agents had lied to‘ cover up the 
physical and mental duress to 
which Lieutenant hat Nafsu was 
subjected and had fabricated evi- 
dence against him. 

The case followed an affair last 
year in which Shin Bet was found 
to have doctored evidence to 
cover up the 1984 beating to 
death by security men of two 
captured Palestinian bus hi- 
jackers. 


Italy protests 
against 
Qadhafi’s 
threats 

ROME (R) — Italy protested to 
Libya on Thursday about what it 
said were inadmissible threats by 
Col. Muammar Qadhafi in his 
pursuit of compensation for Ita- 
lian colonial rule. 

The Italian News Agency 
ANSA earlier quoted Col. 
Qadhafi as telling Italian journal- 
ists in Tripoli that Italy bad until 
the end of this year to meet 
Libyan demands for compensa- 
tion for colonial rule between 
1911 and 1942. 

“I am worried that if we don't 
solve this problem with the Ita- 
lian government, every Libyan 
could take the initiative he sees 
fit. and even resort to force, to 
pursue his rights,” Col. Qadhafi 
was quoted as saying. 

ANSA said Col. Qadhafi had 
demanded financial damages, the 
clearance of mines.. laid by Italian, 
troops during World War II, ' 
documentary evidence on the fate 
of Libyan deportees and the re- 
lease of unspecified Libyan goods 
confiscated in Italy. 

He also said Libya could lay 
claim to the Tremiti Islands, an 
Adriatic group dose to the Italian 
coast which served as a penal 
colony for deportees. 

A Foreign Ministry statement 
said Libyan Ambassador Abdul 
Rahman Shalgam had been sum- 
moned to the ministry and told 
the reported remarks involved 
threats going beyond the bounds 
of international law. 

The Italian statement said: “It 
should be dear... that Italy does 
not accept the sterile language of 
menaces and of curious geo-poli- 
tical exercises.” 


The chief of the service, Avra- 
ham Shalom, resigned in ex- 
change for immunity from pro- 
secution over that affair. 

The report, compiled by re- 
tired Supreme Court Judge 
Moshe Landau, state comptroller 
Yaacov Maltz and retired Gen. 
Yitzhak Hofi, was submitted on 
Friday to Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, who thanked the investi- 
gators. 

It calls Shin Bet's interrogation 
methods legally and morally 
acceptable, despite frequent re-, 
ports by Palestinian prisoners of 
torture and harassment. 

“It is all the more painful 
therefore that such a fine group 
failed badly individually- and col- 
lectively,” the inquiry committee 
said. “We are not referring to 
their interrogation methods, 
which are generally acceptable 
legally and morally but to false 
testimony in court, now exposed 
in .all its nakedness.” 
the 88-page summary said 
false testimony became a stan- 
dard practice 16 years ago and 
new recruits were initiated into it 
by the example of their superiors. 


“The committee is convinced 
that the civilian and military 
hierarchy did not know about this 
system and did not i m agine that 
such a practice existed, given 
their full trust in the service,” it 

said. . _ 

Under Israeli law, Shm Bet (a 
Hebrew acronym for general 
security service) reports directly 
to the prime minister. 

The report said the three heads 
of the service since 1971, whom it 
did not name, were responsible 
for the practice. 

It recommended no action 
against them, however, and said 
it would be wrong to prosecute 
interrogators guilty of false testi- 
mony in the past. 

“We are convinced that effec- 
tive interrogation of persons sus- 
pected of tenor activity is not 
possible without the use of means 
of pressure to overcome the sus- 
pect’s firm resolve not to divulge 
any information, and his fear of 
punishment by his own organisa- 
tion if he gives information,” the 
commission said. 

“Such interrogation is legal and 
we believe a confession obtained 


thus is admissible in court" 
Among the interrogation prac- 
tices it upheld were psychological 
pressure, trickery and misleading 
a suspect. 6 

“When ruch methods fail.nuJd 
physical pressure should not be 
avoided,” the report said. “Bat 
service interrogators should be 
given dear guidelines as to the 
limits to prevent the use of exces- 
sive physical pressure.” 

The Shin Bet is responsible for 
counter-espionage and security in 
Israel and rhe occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip and at 
Israel's embassies abroad. 

Its main task is tracking, infil- 
trating and apprehending Palesti- 
nian commando groups inside the 
country to prevent attacks. It was 
also involved in smashing, an ex- 
treme right-wing Jewish under- 
ground which carried out 'attacks 
on Arabs. 

A separate organisation, 
known as the Mossad, is responsi- 
ble for Israeli mtelhgence-gatheK 
ing in foreign countries. 

Under Israeli Jaw, most details 
about both services axe subject to 
strict military censorehip. 


Oksay: Turkey will not join Iran embargo 


NICOSIA (R) — Turkey’s Minis- 
ter of State Karim Oksay said his 
country would not join an econo- 
mic embargo against Iran re- 
quested by the United States, 
Tehran Radio has reported. 

“Not only will Turkey not join 
the embargo, but it will always 
share in solving Iran’s problems 
because we are neighbours and 
have spedal, long-lasting rela- 
tions,” the radio quoted him as 
saying. 

“Mr. Oksay, in charge of oil 
affairs, was speaking to the radio 
after si gning an agreement with 
Iran's Oil Minister Gholamreza 
Aqazadeh for the purchase of six 
million tonnes of I ranian crude 
oil in 1988. 

Washington has asked its allies 
to join a trade ban against Iran 
which it announced this week in 
response to what it called Iran’s 
hostile behaviour in the Gulf and 
its refusal to end its seven-year- 
old war with Iraq. 

Mr. Aqazadeh told the radio, 
monitored in Nicosia, that the 
two sides also agreed to speed up 
studies of a pipeline project to. 
take Iranian oil across Turkey to 
the Mediterranean Sea. 

The two countries would ex- 
change technical delegations by 
the end of the year, and the 
project could be finalised during 
Turkish Prime Minister Turgut 
Ozal’s next visit to Iran, he 
added. 

A major oil producer, Iran now 
relies solely on the Gulf for its 
exports — where its loading faci- 
lities and tankers come under 
frequent attacks by Iraqi aircraft. 

Turkey, bordering both Iran 
and Iraq, has friendly relations 
and significant trade with the two 
warring states. 

A pipeline connecting oil fields 
in northern Iraq to the Turkish 
Mediterranean coast was up- 
graded this year to a total capac- 
ity of 1.5 million barrels per day. 


Mr. Aqazadeh, describing his 
taUra during Mr. Oksay's three- 
day visit to Tehran as “good,” 
said the agreement allowed for 
the oil sales to Turkey in 1988 to 
increase to seven million tonr.es. 

Turkey imported 4.49 million 
tonnes of Iranian oil worth 
$634.80 million in the first eight 
months of 1987. 

Mr. Aqazadeh said Iran also 
signed an agreement to buy 

28.000 tonnes of kerosene per 
month from Turkey during 1988 

Japan reviewing request for 
Iran embargo 

In Tokyo, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said Thursday Japan 
is carefully reviewing a U.S. re- 
quest to cooperate in economic 
sanctions against Iran. 

Yoshifumi Matsuda said im- 
port restrictions on oil would 
have an impact on Japan's eco- 
nomy so that Washington's prop- 
osal must be carefully studied. 

Japan, which relies on oil im- 
ports for most of its energy needs, 
bought an average of 221,000 
barrels a day from Iran during 
1986, about 6.6 per cent of its 
total crude oil imports, the 
spokesman said. Imports from 
Iraq, in contrast, were an average 

163.000 barrels a day in 1986, or 
4.9 per cent of the total. 

Mr. Matsnda said Japan would 
also ask its oil companies to avoid 
jumping into the Iranian oil mar- 
ket, taking advantage of the 
situation as the United States cuts 
off its imports from there. 

President Reagan announced 
on Monday a ban on all Iranian 
imports to the United States and 
tighter restrictions on U.S. ex-, 
ports to that country because of 
Iran’s attacks in the Gulf and its 
refusal to cease fighting with 
Iraq. 

Mr. Matsuda said he was un- 


able to speculate on what position 
Japan would take on the request. 
However, he added, "we do 
appreciate the total efforts of the 
United States to stabilise the Gulf 
situation.” 

Reagan formalises Iran ban 

WASHINGTON (USIA) - A 
ban against almost all imports 
coming into the United States 
from Iran went into effect Oc. 29, 
according to an executive order 
signed by President Reagan. 

The president's action pro- 
hibits all goods and services com- 
ing into the United States from 
Iran except for Iranian-origin 
publications and other informa- 
tional materials, petroleum pro- 
ducts refined from Iranian crude 
oil in a third country, and articles 
that left Iran for export into die 
United States prior to Oct. 29. 

“I have authorised these steps 
in* response to the actions and 
policies of the government of Iran 
in support of terrorism and in the 
conduct of aggressive and unlaw- 
ful military action against U.S.- 
flag vessels and merchant vessels 
of other nonbelligerent na- 
tions...,” the president said in a 
letter to Congress.’ 

He also reminded Congress 
that Iran was officially designated 
under U.S. law in 1984 as a 
country that has repeatedly sup- 
ported acts of international ter- 
rorism, and that it has escalated 
its "aggressive acts” against the 
United States since then. “These 
policies of the government of Iran 
have necessitated the further eco- 
nomic measures I have 
announced today,” the president 
said. 

The executive order notes that 
the import ban results from ac- 
tions taken by Iran since the 
conclusion of the 1981 Algiers 
Accords between the two coun- 
tries and is in response to those 
actions only.

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Veterinarians conference aims for 
upgrading of services, animal wealth 


AMMAN (J.T.) - His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
will today open the third meeting 
of the Arab Federation of Veter- 
inarians (AFV) at the University 
of Jordan. 

More than 100 veterinarians 
from 12 Arab countries and rep- 
resentatives from the World 
Health Organisation (WHO), the 
United Nations Food and Agri- 
culture Organisation (FAO) and 
other regional and international 
organisations will be attending 
the meetings. 

The conference aims to formu- 
late recommendations and re- 
solutions for improving veterin- 
ary services and animal wealth in 
the Arab World, according to 
Salem A1 Lawzi, under-secretary 
of the Ministry of Agriculture. 

Dr. Lawzi was speaking at a 
seminar held at the Animal 
Health Institute on the eve of the 
opening of the AFV meeting. 
Toe seminar addressed veterinary 
medicine for animals in general, 
and for poultry, in particular. 

Dr. Lawzi spoke about the 
problems that confront the de- 
velopment of the a nimal wealth 
in Jordan, as well as the role 
which the Ministry of Agriculture 
can play in providing assistance to 
fanners in this field. 

The ministry has introduced 


policies and designed program- 
mes to promote the animal 
wealth in the country with the 
hope of achieving self-sufficiency 
in the production of lean meat. 
Dr. Lawzi pointed out. He added 
tbat the country has succeeded in 
becoming self-sufficient in poul- 
try production. 

The seminar was designed to 
explain the role of antibiotics in 
curing animal diseases. Dr. Lawzi 
referred a projected national cen- 
tre that will produce vaccines and 
medication for animals. 

He said that the West German 
Development Organisation will 
assist in the development of the 
prospective centre by providing 
vaccines for a variety of diseases. 

Commenting on the AFV 
meeting in a Friday interview 
with the Jordan News Agency, 
Petra, President of the Jordanian 
Veterinarians Association Abdul 
Fattah A1 Keilani said that the 
four-day conference will discuss 
SS working papers on topics such 
as: general veterinary health, 
food control, diseases common to 
animals and humans, regulations 
and laws for veterinary medicine 
and animal production in the 
Arab World, the importance of 
veterinary medicines and vac- 
cines in developing animal wealth 
and problems in anim al produc- 


tion in the Arab World. 

Dr. Keilanj added that the sub- 
ject of general veterinary health 
and common diseases will figure 
highly during conference discus- 
sions, pointing out that there are 
over 200 diseases common to 
animals and humans. 

He also said that the WHO has 
shown great concern with these 
common diseases, and that a- 
WHO expert will be submitting a 
paper on this subject. 

Dr. Keilani said tbat Malta 
fever has spread among inhabi- 
tants in all Arab states. In Jor- 
dan, 531 Malta fever cases were 
discovered last year. 

Addressing veterinary medi- 
cines, Dr. Keilanj pointed out 
that Arab production of these 
medicines covers only 19 per cent 
of quantities used by the Arab 
World, and that the conference 
will stress the need for setting up 
an integrated Arab industry for 
the production of veterinary 
medicines. 

Jordan is a pioneer in this 
industry, and there are three fac- 
tories in the country, which ex- 
ported JD 3 million worth of 
medicines to Arab countries last 
year, in addition to JD 1 million 
worth of veterinary medicines 
sold locally. Dr. Keilani added. 


Recruits embark on JEA training course 


AMMAN (Petra) — One-hun- 
dred young people, all school 
graduates with tawjihi diplomas, 
will today embark on a two-year 
training course offered by the 
Jordan Electricity Authority 
(JEA). 

The trainees will take lessons 
on theory and conduct fieldwork 
at the King Hussein Thermal 
Power Station in Zarqa, accord- 
ing to a JEA announcement 
Friday. 

The trainees will study the gen- 


eration and distribution of elec- 
tricity. This knowledge is in- 
tended to qualify the trainees for 
employment by the JEA at its 
various installations. 

Mr. Ghazi Abdul Hadi, direc- 
tor of the JEA Training Depart- 
ment said that the recruits will be 
needed to help implement the 
authority's projects. In addition, 
they will be qualified for employ- 
ment in other power authorities;, 
such as the electricity companies 
in Amman and Irbid. 


The 100 trainees will form the 
first batch of the 200 recruits, 
who will be absorbed annually for 
JEA training, Mr. Abdul Hadi 
noted. 

Mr. Abdul Hadi added that the 
JEA has set up a special centre 
for training with the help of 
the Japanese government, which 
provided technical equipment 
and experts to supervise the 
work. He said that the JEA will 
dispatch a number of the centre's 
instructors to Japan for advanced 
training courses. 


Stained glass artist teaches unique craft

AMMAN — With the light pour- 
ing through its deep, rich colours, 
one’s eyes are immediately drawn 
to It upon entering the room. The 
room is Princess Fahrelnissa’s, 
and “it” is a compelling stained 
glass picture of the Madonna and 
Child. It is the work of Varuni 
Hunt — artist, long-time friend of 
former protegee of Princess 
Fahrelnissa. On the invitation of 
the Princess, Mis. Hunt was re- 
cently in Jordan giving lessons in 
her nnusual, brilliant craft of 
making stained glass. 

Working from the Princess' 
bouse, Mrs. Hunt taught among 
others, the Princess' own students 
and the Princess herself. After 
only four lessons, the group was 
already deeply involved in the 
intricate and laborious processes 
of cutting and grinding the tiny 
pieces of glass, in order to 
“draw.” as Mrs. Hunt says “with 
colour and light.'’ 

Mrs. Hunt’s technique of mak- 
ing stained glass is unique. Find- 
ing she was unable to manage the 
traditional methods, which in- 
volve removing immensely heavy 
plaster blocks on iron trays from 
red hot furnaces by herself and 
being dissatisfied with the way 
stained glass technicians carried 
out her designs, Mrs. Hunt set to 
work to study the techniques of 
making stained glass and came up 
with her own special method 
which she could carry out at 
home. 

First she draws her idea for the 
piece very carefully on paper. 
“You really have to get the emo- 
tional quality into the drawing 
and then strengthen it so that you 
don't loose that feeling in glass," 
Mrs. Hunt explained, “You must 
put your soul into the piece or 
else it will become just a decora- 
tion." 

The drawing, which is later 
transferred onto opaque glass, 
also serves as guide for where to. 
put highlights, which are used to 
gain deeper expressions. Careful- 
ly-cut pieces of coloured glass are 
then placed over the drawing on 
the opaque glass, and these are 
bonded together by a mixture of 
acid, resin and heat, the latter 
being generated from the light in 
the light box on which the work is 
carried out. The different areas of 
colour are divided by black 
molten lead which Mrs. Hunt 
considers to be of vital import- 
ance, as it is this which makes the 
colours stand out. 

“This technique gives the artist 
more scope than the traditional 
methods," Mrs. Hunt said. “You 
can use more colours, and so it 
becomes like painting; and, in 
fact, once you have mastered die 
technique, you start to feel like 
vcb are simply working with col- 
bur and light," she added. 

Mrs. Hunt first became in-

terested in stained glass back in 
1955, when she lived with her 
husband, the well-known and 
highly-respected concert pianist, 
John Hunt, in Little Holland 
House in London. The house, 
with its beautiful stained glass 
windows, had been built by the 
Pre-Raphaelite, Lord Leighton, 
for G.F. Watts, who lived there 
with Ellen Terry. This interest 
received a great impetus when 
Mrs. Hunt, by then an already 
well-established artist in Britain, 
was commissioned to design two 
10-feet-high windows for a church 
in Liverpool. 

Later, Mrs. Hunt went on to 


associate of the RCA. 

The war interrupted Mrs. 
Hunt's studies in Paris, forcing 
her to return to London, where 
she met and joined a troupe of 
Indian dancers, directed by Ragi- 
ni Devi, who were performing in 
London at that time. During her 
three years with the troupe, Mrs. 
Hunt made studies of the figure 
in movement, which she believes 
have been of inestimable value to 
her later as a painter, sculptor 
and stained glass artist. 

In 1954, Varuni Hunt won first 
prize in an open competition for 
sculptors in England with a danc- 
ing figure in bronze. She received 
her prize from the famous sculp-

took her over five years to create, 
are masterpieces of modern 
drawing and of wonderfully 
bright and diverse colours. It was 
also in Tokyo that Mrs. Hunt 
designed and made the 21 wind- 
ows for the Priory Church of St. 
Anselmo. The 16 symbolic repre- 
sentations of Biblical texts, 
chosen by the Benedictine 
fathers, are crowned by a stun- 
ningly dramatic window of the 
“Risen Christ." 

Born in Kandy, Sri Lanka, 
Varuni Hunt took her first les- 
sons in painting from her artist 
mother. Whilst still at school, she 
became a student of the well- 
known Ceylonese painter, David 
Paynter. Later, she attended the 
prestigious Slade School of Art in 
London, from where she moved 
onto the Royal College of Art 
(RCA), where she studied for a 
further three years. Mrs. Hunt 
was the first woman from her part 
of the world to be elected as an 


Fahrelnissa arranged and opened 
her first solo exhibition in Lon- 
don, and Augustus John painted 
several portraits of her. Mrs. 
Hunt's lively child studies in char- 
coal, watercolours and delicate 
red sanguine, and her vividly 
painted flower pictures have won 
her recognition and are found 
today all over the world. 

About her mastery in many 
media, Mrs. Hunt is modest. “It’s 
all drawing,” she says, “Painting 
is drawing with colour; sculpture 
is drawing with shapes; and 
stained glass is drawing witblight 
and colour. And I love drawing." 

Mrs. Hunt, whose work bears 
more than a touch of an influence 
of Fahrelnissa Zaid, was delight- 
ed to be with the Princess once 
again. “I admire her work very 
much," she said, “I think it is 
wonderful. She’s quite an excep- 
tional person. I’m also very ex- 
cited to be here in Jordan and to 
be malting stained glass again." 


Syrian Peoples Council 
endorses draft law on A1 
Wahdah Dam accord 


DAMASCUS (Agencies) — The 
Syrian Peoples Council (parlia- 
ment) has endorsed a draft law on 
an agreement concluded between 
Jordan and Syria to set up the A1 
Wahdah Dam on the Yarmouk 
River. 

During a meeting held on 
Wednesday, the council discussed 
two reports prepared by its agri- 
cultural and irrigation commit- 
tees on the proposed dam. Then 
it endorsed the agreement. 

Replying to questions put to 
him by the council's members, 
Minister of Irrigation Abdul Rah- 
man A1 Madam said that the 
1 proposed project was of vital 
economic and social importance. 
He added that the project repre- 
sents a strong bond between Syria 
and Jordan. 

The dam will benefit both 
countries and contribute to 
strengthening ties of solidarity 
and economic unity between 
them. The minister explained 
thoroughly the benefits that the 
project would yield in the areas of 
irrigation and electricity-genera- 


tion. 

The Syrian cabinet approved 
the project early in September. 

Under the agreement, which 
was signed by Prime Minister 
Zaid Rifai and his Syrian counter- 
part, Abdul Raouf A1 Kasm, on 
Sept. 3, Jordan will build a 100- 
metre dam across the Yarmouk 
River at the Maqarin area near 
the border with Syria. The dam 
will have a reservoir capable of 
storing 200 million cubic metres 
of water, which will be used by 
Jordan and Syria for irrigation 
and domestic purposes, as well as 
for generating electricity. 

Under the agreement, a hydro- 
electric power plant will also be 
built in the dam's course. Jordan 
would take 25 per cent of the 
generated electricity while Syria 
would get 75 per cent. Jordan will 
be responsible for setting up the 
dam project and financing all its 
study, design, construction, op- 
eration and maintenance work. 
Syria will provide all facilities 
needed for workers in the pro- 
ject. 


Haj Hassan, Atiqa review 
U.N. aid to labour schemes 


AMMAN (Petra) — The newly- 
appointed resident representative 
of the United Nations Develop- 
ment Programme (UNDP) in 
Amman, Ali Atiqa met with 
Minister of Labour and Social 
Development Khaled Haj Has- 
san and discussed U.N. assistance 
to Jordan's labour-related prog- 
rammes. 

The UNDP is currently execut- 
ing a programme, in cooperation 
with the ministry, for promoting 
prospects for employment for 
Jordanians. The programme en- 
tails boosting the Ministry of 
Labour's capability in gathering 
information about labour market 
conditions and employment 
strategies. 

The meeting between the 
minister and Dr. Atiqa coincided 
with the arrival here on Thursday 
evening of a group of U.N. ex- 
perts who will help finalise this 
programme, which is estimated to 


cost SI million. 

The Jordan News Agency, Pet- 
ra, said that Mr. Haj Hassan and 
Dr. Atiqa discussed holding a 
specialised seminar in Jordan in 
April 1988 to address labour 
migration in Arab and Asian 
countries. Representatives from 
Golf countries and Asian nations 
will be involved in the seminar, 
which will be held under U.N. 
auspices, Petra said. 

Following the meeting with Dr. 
Atiqa, the minister voiced the 
government's deep satisfaction at 
die level of cooperation between 
Jordan and UNDP, especially in 
implementing projects contained 
in the current five-year national 
development plan. Also on 
Thursday, Dr. Atiqa met with 
Minister of Information Moham- 
mad Al Khatib. They discussed 
cooperation between Jordan and 
the UNDP in the fields of in- 
formation, cultural and tourism. 


University president cables 
thanks to King, Crown Prince 


AMMAN (Petra) — President of 
the University of Jordan Abdul 
Salarn A1 Majali has sent a cable 
to His Majesty King Hussein ex- 
pressing appreciation for his pat- 
ronising the conference on Bilad 
AI Shaam (Greater Syria) during 
the Umayyad Period, which was 
held at the university last week. 

In his cable. Dr. Majali refer- 
red to the King’s support of Arab 
culture and education. 

Dr. Majali sent a similar cable 
to His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan for chairing the 
conference sessions. 

On Thursday, participants in 
the conference visited ■ Karak 


Governorate and Mu’ta Universi- 
ty, where they met with universi- 
ty president Ali Mahafza. Dr. 
Manafza briefed the visitors on 
the development of and program- 
mes offered by the university, 
which offers training to civilian 
and military personnel at its two 
wings. 

The visitors later viewed the 
tombs of martyrs in Mazar and 
the Gtadel in Karak. 

Earlier, the visitors toured the 
city of Madaba and its archaeolo- 
gical sites, intending the Greek 
Orthodox Church, where they 
inspected the ancient mosaics. 


Dajani inspects CDD 
preparations for summit 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Minister of 
Interior Rajai Dajani has in- 
spected preparations by the Civil 
Defence Department (CDD) of 
operations for dealing with 
emergencies that could occur dur- 
ing the extraordinary Arab sum- 
mit, due to open here on Nov. 8. 

CDD preparations for the sum- 
mit and the department’s mea- 
sures for providing first aid, res- 
cue and firefighting operations 
were discussed during the Thurs- 
day’s visit by the minister to CDD 
headquarters. 

The minister called at a special 
camp for emergency operations, 
where he inspected special vehi- 
cles and other equipment desig- 
nated for emergency work. 

Preparations for the summit 


were progressing throughout 
October, with the involvement of 
various government departments. 
The Greater Amman Municipal- 
ity has made arrangements for 
diverting traffic in a number of 
districts around the meeting site 
and for setting up a special opera- 
tions room to work around-the- 
clock to ensure that nothing ob- 
structs the event. 

The municipality also has been 
involved in sprucing up for the 
event by building roads, installing 
streetlights, painting streets and 
trees and fixing flags and other- 
decorative signs around the capit- 
al. At least $7.5 million are ex- 
pected to be spent on prepara- 
tions for the summit.

Supply Ministry to study prospect 
of creating olive oil plant 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A committee 
has been formed by the Ministry 
of Industry, Trade and Supply to 
study the prospect of setting up a 
plant for refining and canning 
olive oil so that it can be available 
in the market in different contain- 
ers and at reasonable prices year 
round. 

The decision was taken at a 
meeting of the ministry's Plan 
Committee, chaired by Minister 
of Industry, Trade and Supply 
Rajai Muasher. 

Mr. Muasher last month issued 
a defence order which bans refill- 
ing olive oil in small plastic, glass 


or metal containers and then sell- 
ing them without prior written 
approval and licence from the 
ministry. The minister said that 
no oil can be offered for sale in 
the local market without inspec- 
tion by minis try experts to ensure 
good quality. 

The decisions follow the dis- 
covery of olive ofl adulterators, 
who were mixing imported veget- 
able oil with green additives to 
make foe product look and taste 
like olive oil. 

The new developments come at 
a time when the olive harvest is 
being gathered; soon, it will be 


pressed to create foe oil. 

At the Plan Committee meet- 
ing, it was also decided that table 
salt produced only by the Azraq 
Cooperative Society and foe 
Arab Salt Company can be mar- 
keted in Jordan. Another type of 
salt used for industrial purposes 
and in bakeries is also produced 
by these two organisations. 

The Plan Committee also de- 
cided to float foe prices of locally- 
produced pasteurised milk. In 
addition, it has decided to request 
foe ministry to impose specifica- 
tions for white cheese, another 
popular food commodity. 


Al-Al Bait Foundation striving 
to outline an Islamic approach

AMMAN — A centre for Muslim 
scholars is mapping an Islamic 
approach to foe modem world far 
different from the radical fun- 
damentalism of Iran’s Ayatollah 
Ruhollab Khomeini. “You can’t 
keep Islam isolated from foe 
realities of modem life," said 
Kamel Sharif, a former minister 
of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs in 
Jordan and a founding member of 
the Al-Al Bait Foundation in 
Amman . 

The foundation, with a small 
headquarters staff, has enlisted 
some 200 scholars from different 
schools of Islamic thought to 
study major issues and painsta- 
kingly outline an Islamic 
approach. 

The foundation hosts an annual 
conference for its member scho- 
lars, coming from virtually ail 
Islamic countries as well as Bri- 
tain, France, the United States, 
Taiwan and foe Soviet Union. 

The first major study projects 
are looking at finance, education 
and how non-Muslims should be 
treated in an Islamic society. 

Another will look at the Isla- 
mic concept of shara (gov- 
ernmental consultation with foe 
people), partly to determine 
whether it is compatible with 
Western-style democracy. 

The scholars are faced with 
issues such as how to make a 
modem financial system work de- 
spite the Koran’s injunction 
against interest on money, and 
how shura is adaptable to a mod- 
em state. “Is foe Western system 
(of government) which we 
adopted in a lot of Islamic coun- 
tries... still right for us?” asked 
Nasseredin Al Assad, the founda- 


tion president. “Is there any real 
contradiction? can it be at foe 
same time shura and organised in 
the Western way?” he questioned 
further. 

The foundation, based Jordan 
where foe population is predomi- 
nantly Sunni, takes an approach 
much different from that of Iran’s 
radical fundamentalist rulers of 
foe minority Shi’ite sect. But Mr. 
Sharif insisted foe institute was 
not a reaction to foe Iranian tide. 
“1 must admit that maybe when 
Iran came to present its version of 
Islam, which we think is very 
archaic, it probably added a sense 
of urgency; but it's not a reac- 
tion,” he said. Mr. Sharif noted 
that AJ-AI Bait was conceived in 
foe late 1970s, several years be- 
fore Khomeini came to power. 
“It is different to have one inde- 
pendent view, opposed by others, 
than to have a resolution or study 
accepted by 500 or 1,000 scholars - 
all over foe 'world," Mr. Sharif 
said. He said scholars with radical 
views are accepted at foe insti- 
tute. Mahboul Ahmad of 
Aligharh University in India, one 
of foe Al-Al Bait scholars, com- 
pared foe Iranian approach to foe- 
way the Medieval Christian 
Church fought against Coperni- 
cus’ theory that foe earth circles 
foe sun. “They pose Islam against 
modem ideas in the same man- 
ner,” he said. 

The centre is also working on a 
20-volume Islamic encyclopedia 
and other historical works, hop- 
ing to help reclaim Islamic history 
from foe Western orientalists, 
whose Christian-tinted outlook 
has dominated much scholarship 
about the Islamic World for foe 
past century. 

“What foe orientalists did was 
very useful," Dr. Assad stressed, 


adding “still, there were mis- 
takes. They were looking through 
a completely different culture... 
so, they didn't completely grasp 
the spring of that (Islamic) cul- 
ture.” “We want to present to the 
world our culture as we know it," 
Dr. Assad said. 

The foundation began its work 
in 1980. as His Majesty King 
Hussein's contribution to celebra- 
tions marking foe start of Islam's 
15th century. 

Dr. Assad said it is not trying 
to prescribe a single Islamic sys- 
tem for all societies. He said 
within an Islamic framework, 
there would be “different solu- 
tions, all of them Islamic. They 
differ in details, but they spring 
up from foe same source," a 
reference to foe Koran. 

Dr. Assad agreed that both foe 
Iranian Revolution and Al-Al 
Bait rose from foe Islamic revival 
that followed disillusionment 
with Western models of society 
imposed by colonial powers in the 
late 19th and early 20th centuries. 
“Most of us came to a conclusion 
that this (Western model) 
wouldn’t work, and since we are 
Muslims, its quite natural to try 
Islam and an Islamic solution," 
he said. 

But Dr. Assad said that did not 
mean a retreat from modernity. 
He called Islam “a progressive, 
enlightened culture,” and said 
Islamic morality “should be a way 
of life, but it should not come in 
foe way of progress.” 

Mr. Sharif described fun- 
damentalism as “mostly political, 
and because of that I am most 
afraid it is being misunderstood, a 
distortion of Islam.” 

Dr. Assad said, “extremism 
and violence are the fruits of a 
limited horizon of mind, of ignor- 
ant®.”

Howe's statement represents a balanced British 
stand vis a vis both issues which continue to plague the world in 
general and the Middle East region in particular.

The Arab summit conference: The Iran reality 


IRAN is continuing its attack on Iraq and neither historical 
relationships, neighbourliness, cultural nor even religious ties seem 
to have any impact on the Iranian leaders to put an end to the 
bloody conflict. In trying to define the future of this conflict one is 
immediately struck by a number of facts. When Alexander the 
Great conquered Persia he attempted before, during and following 
his campaign to effect a modicum of a peaceful relationship with the 
Iranians but failed. During his reign, the Caliph Omar attempted 
on several occasions, one following the Battle of Qadisiyyah in 637 
A.D., to reach a settlement with Yazdajard III, then Persian 
emperor and failed. For a period of fifteen years after this fateful 
battle and through the more decisive Battle of Nahawand, 642 
A.D.. this Persian emperor refused to contemplate any and all 
overtures to reach any sort of settlement even one that would at 
least preserve his person. He was finally murdered by one of his 
followeis in 652 A.D. The Ottoman sultans throughout the four 
centuries of their rule which ended in 1918 attempted to effect a 
compromise with the Iranians and also failed. 

Perhaps it was, as it still is, the Iranian sense of history, their 
superior attitude especially towards the Arabs, their sense of 
martyrdom or a combination of all these factors that lie behind 
Iran's refusal to settle its dispute with Iraq. This is a sad historical 
reality made the more sad with the passage of each costly day of the 
eight year old conflict. 

How to reach the Iranians? Can they be reached? These are 


momentous problems to be put before the coming Arab summit in 
Amman. A united Arab stand, the severing of diplomatic, cultural, 
trade and other relations is one scenario. Is that enough in view of 
the various attempts at a settlement each time sabotaged by Iran? 
Perhaps a joint military force?; but then from whence would such a 
force come, and is this a viable option? But surely a united political 
stand indicating the seriousness with which the Arabs view the 
whole matter, coupled with financial support to enable Iraq to 
maintain its steadfastness will be of more immediate impact. 

A military victory seems not just out of the question but 
impossible. Other means should be pursued particularly should 
Syria, supported by Algeria and Libya play a more active role in 
bringing the conflict to an end. Their role is the more vital in view 
of current world opinion and attempts to apply sanctions through 
the United Nations. 

The Imam Ayatollah Khomeini is an old man who comes from a 
family known for its longevity. In Arabic we have a saying 
emphasising that — “Life is in the hands of God." Many political 
observers and analysts believe that the veneration and -the status of 
respect accorded to the Imam will not be bestowed on his successor 
upon his demise. The argument being that the various centres of 
power existing now in Iran, though lying dormant because of the 
strength of personality of the Imam Khomeini, will commence 
active hostility upon his death; winch may give rise to a further 
fragmentation of the interna] Iranian political spectrum thus paving 


the way for an end to the conflict with Iraq. The proclaimed 
successor. Imam Montazeri, though just as tenacious in bis hostility 
to Iraq will not be able to command enough power to control the 
other centres of power principally President Khamenei or speaker 
of the Majlis, HijatulisJam Rafcanjani. 

True as this scenario may be it remains a conjecture; at best an 
educated “guesstimate'' of the future for all would depend on the 
circumstances, the course of the war, what may happen in the 
region or internationally. And considering the Iranian sense of 
history and the depth of tbeir feelings, such a factor cannot be 
depended upon. Iran is expanding or attempting to expand not 
contract the conflict. Its attacks on civilian targets in Iraq, its 
attacks on international shipping including that of the United States 
as well as its yet undeclared war on Kuwait are not evidence of their 
inclination towards reaching a peace in the near future. What 
makes these events the more sinister is that they come on the heels 
of the passage of United Nations Resolution 598, 1987 calling for an 
end to the conflict. Iran’s response, unfortunately is not only 
negative but disdainful and not only of the Arabs but of world 
opinion as well. But then they have a good role model in the Israeli 
behaviour. 

The Arab summit conference is called upon io address this, 
nmnno many other matters. Our pathological hope that problems 
tend to go away if they are ignored must be abandoned. The leas; 
that we can do is support and sustain Iraq until the circumstances 
change so a peaceful settlement can be concluded. 


Former minister goes barefoot 
among Ugandan rebels

IBANGA, Uganda — Two and 
a half years ago Professor Isaac 
Ojok was Uganda's education 
minister, a quiet technocrat who 
wore a business suit and sat in a 
comfortable Kampala office. 

Last week found him a bare- 
foot in a provincial banana grove 
— his trousers rolled up to his 
thighs and his lower legs smeared 
with ritual oil which he and other 
followers of rebel priestess Alice 
Lakwena believe makes them 
bulletproof in battles with the 
government's vastly better armed 
soldiers. 

A trim, bearded man in his 50s 
who speaks impeccable English, 
Ojok also believes that ordinary 
stones will explode like grenades 
when thrown at government 
forces by the devotees of the 
Holy Spirit Movement. 

“This is the marked difference 
between an ordinary army and an 
army led by the Holy Spirit,” he 
told reporters who crossed the 
undefined front of this bizarre 
east African war last weekend to 
visit the 2,500-man rebel army’s 
encampment east of Jinja, Ugan- 
da’s second city. 

“When you are in the move- 
ment and see for yourself what 
happens in a war situation you 
are bound to be convinced that 
there is something greater than 
just human power."" 

The professor is hardly typical 
of those who follow “Mama 
Alice" on a crusade she says is 
ordained by God to overthrow 
President Yoweri Museveni’s 21- 
month-old government in Kam- 
pala. 

But many others in the army 
seem well-educated and speak 
English well. 

Mainly drawn from Uganda's 
northern Acholi tribe they have 
lost hundreds killed in unequal 
battles over the past nine months. 

Outsiders see tribal differences 
with Museveni’s predominantly 
southern National Resistance 
Movement as one of the springs 
of the Holy Spirit rebellion, 
although its members coastder it 
a national crusade, inarching to 
purge ail Uganda of “evil 
people.” 

Thrown out of office in an 
army coup of July 1985, professor 
Ojok went back to his native 
Acholiland and joined an older 
rebel group, the Uganda People's 
Army, after Museveni captured 
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Ugandan prophetess Alice Lakwena, spiritual leader of a 2300-strong 
rebel force, at the rebel camp east of Uganda's second big city Jinga. 
This is the first known portrait of Lakwena (Reuter photo) 


power in January 1986. 

“But I found it was not going to 
be easy to overthrow this 
(Museveni's) tyrannical govern- 
ment without the invaluable 
assistance of almighty God,” he 
says. 

So in the middle of this year 
Ojok joined the Holy Spirit 
mobile force led by the 
prophetess Alice, a 27-year-old 
Acholi woman whose followers 
believe God sends her instruc- 
tions through the Holy Spirit 
Lakwena, the Acholi word for 
messenger. 

Since then he as ttekked hun- 
dreds of miles through the bush 
with the other members of foe 
movement, living off foe land, 
sleeping on foe ground and fight- 
ing skirmishes with foe govern- 
ment's National Resistance Army 
(NRA). 

He says the movement re- 
cruited him to mobilise its troops 
and tell the world why they were 
fighting to get rid of Museveni’s 


government. 

“I’m glad to be doing a fantas- 
tic job... the guidance from foe 
Holy Spirit is enabling us to fight 
this war of liberation and I'm sure 
that with more prayers from 
those who care for Uganda we 
can win,” he added. 

Ojok, who was senior lecturer 
in foe Centre for Continuing 
Education (adult education) at 
Kampala’s Makerere University 
in the 1970s, said his Christian 
upbringing made it easier for him 
to join the Holy Spirit movement. 

The rebels are ostensibly Ro- 
man Catholic but Alice has intro- 
duced some rituals derived from 
traditional African magic and 
witchcraft, including the" use of 
foe local sheanut oil to ward off 
enemy bullets. 

Below his rolled-up trousers, 
Ojok’s knees were badly grazed. 
Asked how that happened, foe 
barefoot professor replied: “In 
any struggle, one sometimes 
stumbles.” 


Reforms overcome Soviets’ alienation

MOSCOW — Reforms launched 
by Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev are helping to overcome the 
alienation of many citizens from 
Soviet government but some 
changes have brought discontent 
and even strikes, two leading 
academics said on Oct. 27. 

Sociologist Tatyana Zaslavs- 
kaya told the first of a series of 
news conferences in connection 
with the 70th anniversary of the 
Bolshevik revolution that sodal 
inequality and foe "discrepancy 
of word and deed” had alienated 
many citizens before Gorbachev 
came to power in 1985. 

“There was a widespread 
alienation of workers from public 
goals and values." said Zaslavs- 
kaya. head of a leading sociolo- 
gical institute in the Siberian city 
of Novosibirsk. 

But now, though large num- 
bers of critics, sceptics and 
apathetic people remained, there 
was a “boom" in public interest 
and involvement in renewing 
society, she said. 

Abel Aganbegyan. an econo- 
mic adviser to Gorbachev, said 


however foal some reforms had 
brought short-term hardship to 
workers and strikes had broken 
out in a number of workplaces. 

Without making clear how 
many strikes had taken place, he 
said most happened as a result of 
state quality inspections under 
which 80 per cent of manufac- 
tured goods were rejected and 
salaries dropped accordingly 
when the system first came in last 
year. 

But now, thanks in part to 
better technology, 80 per cent of 
goods were being accepted by foe 
controllers and foe problem was 
easing, he said. 

The increasingly frank Soviet 
media have reported a number of 
strikes lately, foe most recent 
being a foree-day stoppage over 
labour conditions by bus workers 
in the town of Ukino near the 
Ural mountains. 

A planned reform which 
analysts say could pose serious 
public relations problems for the 
Kremlin is a rise in prices on 
heavily-subsidised basics such as 
food, transport and rent. 

Gorbachev told a meeting in 


the Arctic port of Murmansk 
earlier this month that price rises 
were essential to make the eco- 
nomy efficient but he assured 
citizens they would have their say 
on the matter and suffer no drop in 
living standards. 

Aganbegyan, an advocate of 
the price reforms which are due 
to come in stages from 1989-1990, 
denied rumours widespread 
among worried Soviet citizens 
that prices of meat, dairy pro- 
ducts and rent were going up in 
January. 

“Glasnost (Gorbachev's open- 
ness policy) means that all issues 
must be discussed in public be- 
fore a decision is taken,” he said. 
“Now it is impossible to wake up 
one fine morning and find that a 
major change has taken place 
without consultation with the 
people.” 

Aganbegyan added that public 
debate was heated on how far 
price rises should go, with some 
people favouring steep hikes ba- 
lanced by compensation to low- 
income groups and others prefer- 
ring slight change at foe cost of 
continuing shortages.

streets after learning that troops 
bad destroyed the homes of four 
Arabs overnight. 

The Israeli claimed foe men 
were part of a group of slx who 
escaped from prison earlier this 
year while awaiting trial on 
charge of killing three Israelis in 
Gaza City. 

In the occupied West Bank, 
troops fired teargas ar demonstra- 
tors who threw stones at them 
near Birzeit University. Tyres 
were burned in nearby AI Bireh. 
No injuries were reported. 

The army also ordered a three- 
month closure of Bethlehem Uni- 
versity where a 22-year-old stu- 
dent was critically injured when 
shot in the head by soldiers dur- 
ing a protest on Wednesday. 


A girl student was shot in the 
leg and petrol bombs were 
thrown at troops during the de- 
monstrations. 

The demonstrations marked 
foe killing of 49 Arab villagers by 
Israeli police in 1956. 

The Kfar Kassem massacre is 
one of a series of anniversaries 
regularly marked by Palestinians. 

Arab merchants closed their 
shops in commercial strikes in 
Gaza on Thursday to protest the 
demolition of four houses. One 
Palestinian reporter said Israeli 
troops imposed a curfew on a 
residential area of Gaza City ab- 
out midnight Wednesday. He 
said soldiers gave the families 30 
minutes to evacuate belongings 
before the houses were des- 
troyed. 

The Palestine Press Service 


reported the houses belonged to 
four members of the Islamic 
Jihad (holy war) group who were 
killed in a Gaza Strip shootout 
with Israeli forces on Octl6. 

Protests also broke out in the 
West Bank town of Ramallah, 
13 kilometres north of Jerusalem, 
foe agency said. 

The agency added foe 2,500 
students from Birzeit University 
were prevented from entering 
their campus early Thursday, 
apparently to avoid possible pro- 
tests. 

It said Palestinian protesters 
burned tyres and threw stones at 
Israeli troops at the Jelazoon 
refugee camp and foe village of 
Kalandya near Jerusalem where 
soldiers responded with teargas. 
No injuries were reported..

PRIOR to the constmction of the 
Hijaz Railway (1900-1908) and its 
extension from Deraa to Haifa, 

a 'e, travelling from Damascus 
, to Palestine and Jordan, 
depended on beasts of burden. 
Hones, mules and asses carried 
men, women and children, while 
camels were burdened with lug- 
gage and commodities. (The 
situation was much better be- 
tween Damascus and Beirut, as, 
already before the end of the last 
century both a road and a railway 
had been built between the two 
cities — or should one say 
towns!). 

But once people reached Pales- 
tine they could use roads which, 
already by the turn of the cen- 
tury, connected Jerusalem with 
Nablus, Nazareth and Tiberias. 
Haifa and Nazareth again had a 
road which joined them together. 
Jersualem and Jaffa were already 
joined by both a road and rail- 
way. One has to thank the visit of 
Wilhelm II of Germany for the 
budding of some of the principal 
roads. He paid a visit to that part 
of the Ottoman empire; ana his 
journey had to be made easy — 
so roads were built? 

During World War I, two ma- 
jor railway constructions were 
added. The Turks extended a line 
from Affuleh to Tulkarem and 
further Beershiba. More impor- 
tant, for the future development 
of Palestine. As the British forces 
were moving from Egypt towards 
Palestine they began the con- 
struction of a railway, from Qan- 
tara, on the Suez Canal, across 
the Sinai desert to Haifa. By the 
time Palestine was occupied the 
railway was almost completed. 

With the arrival of the British, 
cars made their tppearances in 
the bigger towns and cities in 
Palestine. I had seen the first car 
in Damascus — it was that of 
Jamal Pasha; I had seem a few 
cars in Jenin and Nazareth which 
belonged to the German com- 
mand. But the first ride in a car I 
had was after the arrival of the 
British. A certain driver, who had 
worked for the German Officers 
at Jenin, Joseph by name, re- 
mained in place, and was engaged 
as a driver for the British officers. 
Once Joseph saw us, a bunch of 
boys sadly admiring his machine , 
so he had pity on us, stuffed us ail 
in the car, and gave us a drive 
(about one mile long). But was it 
exciting. 1 Anyway , not till 
September 1921, when I went as a 
student to Jemsalem, did I have a 


real long (110 kilometres) ride. I 
paid 50 Egyptian piasters for it — 
a lot of money! 

I had done better with rail- 
ways. As my uncle, Sami, worked 
for the Hyaz (Palestine section) 
railway, 1 travelled with him 
several times between Affuleh 
and Tulkarem. On one occasion, 
which I remember distinctly, 
travelling from Tnlkarem to 
Affuleh, we spent exactly twenty- 
four hours (to cross about forty 
kDometres). This was in the sum- 
mer of 1916. By then, no coal had 
been reaching the land for a 
long-time, and all the stored 
material had been used. Ordinary 
timber was used to heat the boil- 
ers-of the engines. Practically at 
every station the engine driver 
halted, first to clean the burner 
from the ashes, to stock timber 
which bad been piled at the sta- 
tion, and to start a fire! A great 
number of olive trees were felled 
in order to feed the engine-bur- 
ners. 

Jenin, where I lived for five 
years or so, had a population of 
about 4,000, of whom about 45 
only were Christians; and with 
the exception of one family, the 
Atallahs, all were non-Jeninis. 
They had gone to the place for 
various kinds of work; and they 
had come from Tyre in Lebanon, 
from Nazareth, from Nablus and 
from Homs in Syria. They be- 
longed to four different churches. 
The town, naturally enough, had 
no priest of its own. A priest 
visited the place once a month or 
so, coming from one or another 
villages in the area which had 
priests; he would have a large hall 
m the Atallahs complex conse- 
crated for the occasion, and a 
mass would be held. I was asked, 
at least on two occasions, to read 
the epistle. 

When I lived with my ancle at 
Tulkarem I attended the govern- 
ment school there — I could not 
tell which grade! The school had 
no toilets at all. So during the 
morning break we were taken to 
a field, not for from the school, so 
that we could ease ourselves. 

One thing that has left an 
imprint on my mind in Tulkarem 
was the heaps of watermelons, 
shining dark green in the sun. 
Watermelons were brought from 
the neighbourhood ana heaped 
there, to be transported by train. 


Lebanese and Syrian coasts; 
sometimes they were taken to 
Turkey itself. 

It was with the arrival of the 
British that many Egyptians ar- 
rived in Palestine. One small 
group were employees of the 
railways (Qantara-mifa). Most 
of those continued to work for 
the Palestine Railways. The lar- 
ger number were the labour- 
teams which accompanied the 
army, and who performed 
numerous and various jobs, prin- 
cipally helping in the building of 
the railway. Those returned later 
to Egypt. 

There was quite a group of 
them at Jenin. They frequented, 
the local cafes at their free times 
and they introduced many Egyp- 
tian popular songs, which we 


began to sing ourselves. One such 
song was connected with cocaine. 
It was: 

ij /mV*. Lju&j&il 

Later in my life I read an essay 
by Charles Lamb on his first 
attendance of a theatre. If I had 
forgotten the occasion, this essay 
reminded me of the first play I 
attended at Jenin. A troupe acted 
a play called Salad in (Saiahal- 
Din). There was a talk first by 
Fahmi Abbushi, the orator of the 
town. Then there was the excite- 
ment of seeing people, dressed in 
strange costumes, depicting be- 
fore the audience a leaf of our 
national history. I paid 2.5'(Egyp- 
tian) piasters for the ticket — half 
a price; I was a pupil.

BEIRUT — Taxi driver Riad 
Daher is used to sleeping in his 
cab as he waits in line for petrol. 
He carries a pillow for just such 
occasions. 

“I spend hours and hours wait- 
ing to buy fuel,” says Daher, 54, 
a cabbie for 30 years. 

“Then maybe the ‘no more 
fuel’ sign goes up and we are told 
there is a power cut and the 
pumps are dead.” 

After 12 years of civil war 
among Lebanon's multiple fac- 
tions of Muslims, Christians and 
Dmze as well as military inroads 
by the Israelis, the complaints 
heard in the streets, markets and 
cafes are more about the impact 
of a spiralling economic crisis 
than the risk of being killed. 

Lebanese who a year ago wor- 
ried about whether they would 


survive sectarian gunbatties now 
agonise over fuel shortages, pow- 
er cuts and whether they can pay 
the children’s school fees. 

Workplace chatter that once 
focused on last night's shelling is 
now about rising prices, wages 
and how the Lebanese pound is 
doing on foreign exchange mar- 
kets. 

When Daher, for instance, gets 
to his West Beirut home after 
waiting to fill his tank, there may 
be no ught because the electricity 
company is rationing power to 
save fuel. 

His wife may be ont queuing 

for bread. 

Such troubles are now a way of 
life, along with wildfire inflation 
and a devaluing currency. 

The price of lamb has tripled in 
six months. The cost of a tin of 
milk powder has quadrupled, and 
the price of bread has risen seven- 
fold in the same period. 


With the largest banknote, 250 
pounds, now worth little more 
than half a dollar, shoppers are 
used to hauling their money ab- 
out in plastic sacks. 

The currency has lost 80 per 
cent of its international value 
since the start of the year, fuelling 
infla tion said by trade anions to 
be 9X0 per cent in the first nine 
months of 2987. 

The minimum wage was dou- 
bled recently to 8,600 pounds 
($17) a month, but a typical pair 
of shoes in West Beirut's once- 
fashionable Hamra Street costs 
19,500 pounds ($45). 

The government has 
announced measures designed to 
protect consumers and damp 
down on traders who illegally 
price goods in dollars, but few 
people think the moves will have 
any effect. 

Power rationing means cuts of 
six hours a day everywhere, de- 


priving industry and commerce of 
millions of dollars -worth of 
activity. 

The blackouts are sometimes 
longer in Beirut. 

“We forget we have electricity 
sometimes due to die long hours 
of power cuts,” said housewife 
Amal AHian. 

In some mountain areas, peo- 
ple have lost faith in the wail 
socket for their heating and have 
taken to cutting logs. 

“Wood is better, cheaper and 
available throughout the year,” 
said Atef Hassan as he carried 
firelogs on his back in a village 
south east of Beirut. 

The shortages are worst in 
Muslim west Beirut because most 
of its supplies, including fuel and 
flour for bakeries, must cross the 
“green line” — a bombed-out 
noman's land patrolled by rival 
armed factions — dividing it 
from the Christian East.

FRANKFURT (DaD) — Ten 
volumes of the works of Gunter 
Grass with detailed footnotes 
have been published to celebrate 
his 60th birthday, evidence that 
be has become a classic in his own 
lifetime. 

But it is far from Grass’s 
thoughts to observe the world 
from the classical viewpoint and 
let affairs, political and literary, 
run their course. 

At the presentation of his 
works by the Luchterhand-Verlag 
Grass explained that they were in 
no way “the plinth for his 
gravestone” and not the sum total 
of his work. He still has quite a 
lot more to say, he said. 

Recently be was elected to the 
board of management of the 
West German Society of Au- 
thors. More than any other Ger- 
man writer today Grass thinks of 
himself as a man of his times. His 
withdrawal from public life to 
India after the critical drubbing he 
received for “Lady Rat” in 1986 
ws not permanent. 

Grass began to voice his views 
on political matters in the early 
1960s. His literary fame gave 
prominence to his political in- 
volvement. This involvement be- 
gan in the elections in 1961 and 
reached a peak by deploying au- 
thors to help elect Social Demo- 
crat Willy Brandt to the federal 


chancellorship in 1969. 

Grass does not regard it as fair 
when judgments are made from 
his public appearances, be they as 
a spokesman for the extra-par- 
liamentary peace movement or as 
advocate of a national cultural 
foundation extensively involving 
both Germap states. 

In 1969 Time magazine de- 
scribed Grass as being possibly 
not only the most important 
novelist in Germany but in the 
world. 

Grass is above all else a word- 
smith and master of sculptured 
expressions. His strength is not in 
conveying a message but in creat- 
ing images. 

Grass was born in Danzig (now 
Gdansk) on 16 October 1927. 
After military service ai a 
period as an American prist r- 
of-war where he worked a 
mine, he qualified as a stoni a- 
son. From 1948 until 1956 le 
studied sculptor and draw », 
firstly in Dusseidorf then late n 
Berlin. 

During these years he - 1 > 
worked at his writing wh i 
gained in importance. In 1! 
Grass joined the legends 
Group 47 and in that year he 
published his first work. 

In the late 1950s Grass pub- 
lished mainly short prose works, 
poems and plays that he. himself 
described as “theatre of the 


absurd." 

In 1959 he published his now 
famous ‘Tin Drum,” a micro- 
cosm of his home city of Danzig 
before, during and after the war. 
The novel does not have a mes- 
sage. The images speak for them- 
selves, they fill the emptiness of a 
hopeless reality, which the hero, 
Oskar Matzerath, who at three 
decided he would not grow up 


any more, defiantly refuses to 
obey. 

Obviously for Grass the work 
on the images of “Tin Drum,” as 
with the other two novels in the 
Danzig Trilogy (“Cat and 
Mouse” published in 1961 and 
“Dog Years” in 1963) was an 
evocation of a “piece of a lost 
home, a home lost for political 
and historical reasons.”

Film crew recreates South Africa in Zimbabwe

BULAWAYO, Zimbabwe — 
The film crew seeking to recreate 
1950s Johannesburg found it 
already waiting for them in Zim- 
babwe's second dty. 

Many of the extras hired for 
the location shooting of “A World 
Apart” turned out to be white 
South Africans now settled in 
Bulawayo, 150 kilometres north 
of the border. 

They happily gave free advice on 
where the pips should go on a 
South African policeman's uni- 
form and the number of licence 
discs which should be displayed 
on the windscreen of a South 
African car. 

Even instructions on the park- 
ing metres, imported from South 
Africa many years ago, were in 
Afrikaans. 

“A World Apart” is the third 
film to be made this year in 
Zimbabwe on South Africa’s tor-* 


tuous political scene,' following 
Sir Richard Attenborough’s “Cry 
Freedom”, about Steve Biko, a 
South African black activist who 
died in police custody, and “Man- 
dela”, about the life of jailed 
black leader Nelson Mandela and 
his wife Winnie. 

Producer Sarah Radclyffe, 
whose independent British com- 
pany working title is making the 
film for release in January, says it 
will not be an epic like Attenbor- 
ough’s. 

Instead, “A World Apart” 
looks at life under apartheid 
through the eyes of a sensitive 
13-year-old white schoolgirl who 
sees life crumbling as a result of 
her parent's political activism. 

The scriptwriter is Shawn Slovo, 
the daughter of Joe Slovo, leader 
of the banned South African 
Communist Party and former 
chief of staff of Umkhonto We 
Sizwe, the military wing of Man- 
dela's African National Congress 
(ANC). 


Her mother Rath first was 
assassinated by a parcel bomb in 
the Mozambican capital Maputo 
in August 1982. 

After five rejections, Shawn 
Slovo found working title anxious* 
to start filming the semi-auto- 
biographical account of her 
traumatic teenage years in a mid- 
dle class white Johannesburg 
suburb. 

“It was a kind of therapy to 
start with,” says Slovo, who se- 
cured the approval of the ANC 
and the enthusiasm of her father. 

She said the basic motivation 
was her mother’s assassination. 
“At the time, we were reaching 
the point where we could talk 
.about the past and the present,” 
she says. 

She says her parents told her 
that if they had known how their 
lives were to turn out, they would 
never have had children. 

The film's main character, 
Molly, becomes more and more 
withdrawn after her father flees 


the country a few days ahead of 
an arrest warrant and her mother 
serves two successive 90-day de- 
tention orders. 

During filming, anxiety over 
security was evident. A bomb 
blast in an ANC flat in Harare 
and a rocket attack on ANC 
offices coincided with the crew’s 
arrival. Slovo booked into her 
hotel under an alias, production 
heads consulted with Zimbabwe’s 
Central Intelligeuce Organisation 
and tight security was provided 
when her father arrived secretly 
to watch filming . 

“It was pretty unnerving for a 
while,” says production manager 
Caroline Hewitt. 

Working title managed to raise 
£2.5 million ($4.2 million) for the 
production and secured the ser- 
vices of Chris Menges, winner of 
Academy Awards for his photo- 
graphic direction of “The Killing 
Fields” and “The Mission”, to 
make his first feature film as a 
director. 


The combination of Slovo’s 
script and Menges’ direction 
brought in a batch of award- 
winning stars and technicians, led 
by Barbara Hershey, named ac- 
tress of the year at the Cannes 
Film Festival this year for her 
part in “Shy People.” They 
agreed to work for around a third 
of the money they would have 
earned elsewhere. 

“You can't turn down a script 
like that,” says British actor Tim 
Roth. “But it’s also Chris. A lot 
of people just want to work with 
him wherever be goes.” 

Filming in South Africa was 
out of the question, so working 
title turned to Bulawayo, which 
Hewitt says is “perfect for anyone 
wanting to do South Africa in the 
forties and fifties.” 

Bulawayo, with a city centre 
almost free of high rise buildings, 
with colonial and cape-Dutch 
gabled houses, captured for 
Menges a Johannesburg that has 
since disappeared.

Hearns pummels Roldan for record 4th title 


LAS VEGAS (R) — Thomas “Hit 
Man” Hearns knocked out Arg- 
entine Juan Roldan to win the 
vacant World Boxing Council 
(WBC) middleweight crown on 
Thursday night and become the 
first fighter to win titles at four 
different weights. 

“I have done something no one 
else has,” Hearns said. ‘Tm in a 
class by myself. It's like living in a 
country where no one else lives.” 

Hearns surpassed the feats of 
triple world champions such as 
Henry Armstrong, Bob Fitzsim- 
mons and Roberto Duran when 
he dismissed Roldan’s challenge 
after two minutes one second of 
the fourth round. 


Winner of 45 of his previous 
47 bouts, Hearns, who had pre- 
viously held the WBA welter- 
weight and WBC super-welter- 
weight and light-heavyweight ti- 
tles, was a class above the 30- 
year-old Argentine. 

Roldan lunged, tripped and 
stumbled his way through the 
fight before Hearns sent him 
sprawling free first onto the can- 
vas for a fourth and final time. 

The Argentine had earned a 
reputation for being able to take 
a punch and he took every oppor- 
tunity of displaying that attribute 
to the sellout crowd of 11,000 in 
the car park of the Las Vegas

190 climbers

PEKING (R) — Up to 190 clim- 
bers in Tibet have been cut off 
from the outside world for 10 
days by snowstorms reported to 
have killed at least five people, a 
Chinese official has said. 

One Nepali Sherpa froze to 
death and about 130 other clim- 
bers. from seven separate 
Chinese and foreign expeditions, 
are short of food and fuel in the 
Everest base camp, a Chinese 
mountaineering association 
spokesman said Thursday. 

The base camp mountaineers 
and 60 others on expeditions to 
scale other Tibetan peaks this 
month have no radio link with the 
outside world, be added. 

Fourteen mountaineers took 
several days to make their way 
out of the base camp to Lhasa, 
the Tibetan capital, the spokes- 
man said.

Royal Jordanian, which co- 
sponsors the event along with the 
Tourism Ministry and the Pepsi 
Cola Company, will present 
trophies to winning participants 
in this race.

LONDON (R) — U.K. stocks stood sharply firmer in active 
trading but business in the 12Qp part-paid shares in British 
Petroleum took centre stage Friday afternoon, dealers said. 

Trading in the new shares began at 1430 GMT. They opened at 
86p, with dealers noting an early dealing spread of 84/88p. 
Volume in the new shares was massive, with more than 100 
million shares changing hands in the first 30 minutes trading. 

The Bank of England’s support programme for the issue, 
outlined by the U.K. chancellor Thursday night, will start as soon 
as practicable but before Nov. 7, the treasury said Friday. 

The U.K. central bank’s offer, will be to buy the partly paid 
B.P. shares at 70p for a period of not less than one month and not 
more than two months. 

Dealers said the government's decision to proceed with its £7.2 
billion flotation came as somewhat of a relief. 

“Now the uncertainty over B.P. is over, the market may well be 
steadier for a while," one dealer said. He noted that some of the 
falls in past few sessions have been due to worries that if the issue 
went ahead there would be a further liquidation of equity.

Gold, a haven for investors 
when the dollar is weak, fell on 
Friday. In London, the price of 
bullion fell to just above $465 an 
ounce, down about $7 from 
Thursday's afternoon fixing. 

But currency dealers say the 
dollar will remain under pressure. 

“Central bank intervention 
made little difference this week,” 
said one Frankfurt dealer. “We’ll 
have to see what they can manage 
next week.” 

And, because a cheaper dollar 
could price European and 
Japanese goods off key world 
markets, its value will be closely 
watched on still-shaky stock mar- 
kets, dealers said. 

Meanwhile, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Nigel Lawson said 
Thursday night that Britain will go 
ahead with a £7.2 billion ($12 
billion) sale of British Petroleum 
Co. Pic (B.P) shares, Europe’s 
biggest sale of state-owned assets. 

Bnt while many investors had 
feared that would mean milli ons 
of (B.P.) shares would be 
dumped by underwriting banks 
— who stand to lose milli ons by 
promising to buy any shares in- 
vestors (fid not take up — Mr. 
Lawson announced that the Bank 
of England was prepared to buy 
the part-paid stock at a for a 
limited time at 70 pence ($1.20) 
to keep the price from slumping 
too far. 

The payment on application for 
the £3.30 ($5.68) shares was £1.20 
($2.06). 

Stock markets in Tokyo, Hong 

Kong and Sydney recover 

Stocks markets in East Asia 
ended the week on a positive 
note, clawing back some of the 
ground lost in recent panic selling 
in spite of continuing nervousness 
on the currency markets. 

With Wall Street up and the 
dollar relatively stable, Tokyo's 
share index surged 731.154 points 
to end 3.3 per cent higher at 
22,765.04, more than wiping out 
Thursday's losses. 

Hong Kong's Hang Seng index 
was up 38 points at 2,242, while 
Sydney's battered share market 
rose eight points to end at 1,291. 

*‘A feeling that the market’s 
bottom has already been reached 
is spreading,” said Mr. Hiroyuki 
Wada, analyst at Tokyo’s Okasan 
Securities. “It is stable trade." 

The dollar ended in Tokyo 
steady at around 138.55 yen and 
1.7395 West German marks, due 
partly to intervention by the 
Bank of Japan to support the 
cunency. But dealers said they 
saw the dollar heading down 
further before too long. 

New York’s key stock index 
rose 91 points on Thursday, a 
leap that gave a welcome boost to 
other markets. 

The trend around the world 
was towards less market volatil- 
ity, although brokers stopped 
well short of declaring the stock 
crisis at an end. 

“It is still unclear how much 


Wall Street’s swift fall will affect 
the world economy," said one 
Japanese broker. 

On Wall Street, New York 
Stock Exchange Chairman John 
Phelan said U.S. stock markets 
were getting back to normal after 
the record declines of the past 
-two weeks. 

“The system is intact. The mar- 
kets are trying to stabilise. Things 
are getting back to normal,” Mr. 
Phelan said, but he added that 
trading would remain volatile for 
some time to' come. 

Tokyo brokers said the market 
next week would continue to look 
to Wall Street for a lead. 

However, the pessimistic out- 
look for the U.S. dollar con- 
tinued to weigh heavily in peo- 
ple's calculations. 

Tokyo dealers said central- 
bank intervention did not seem to 
have the poweT to push the dollar 
back above the old key level of 
140 yen, and some said it could 
fall to 135 yen next week. 

They said there were increasing 
signs that the currency level 
agreement between major West- 
ern nations, which was believed 
to limit the U.S. dollar's fall to 
140 yen, was no longer in effect.

Brokers consider help 

Hong Kong brokers, facing 
default after a steep slide in stock 
and futures prices, may be given 
time to pay their debts, officials 
of the futures exchange said on 
Friday. 

Chairman Wilfrid Newton, 
appointed on Sunday after a res- 
cue package was hastily arranged 
for the exchange itself, said a 
number of proposals might be 
considered, including extending 
the time for payment. 

“There is goodwill and a desire 
to help but things are extremely 
complicated,” he told reporters. 

Mr. Newton brushed aside 
questions on the need for a fu- 
tures market. “A viable futures 
exchange is necessary for Hong 
Kong,” he said. 

Mr. Newton replaced Mr. Kim 
Cham, who resigned on Sunday, 
after the government and a group 
of banks announced the first part 
of a four billion dollar ($510 
million) support package for the 
exchange. 

Hong Kong has traded stock 
index fotures, based on the main 
stock indicator, the Hang Seng 
index, since May 1986. 

An index futures holder agrees 
to buy or sell contracts based on 
the stock index at an agreed price 
at a future date. 

Stock and futures prices tum- 
bled on Oct. 19 forcing a four-day 
suspension of trading. When 
trading resumed on Monday 
prices plunged again, with the 
Hang Seng index losing a stagger- 
ing 33 per cent — its worst loss 
ever. 

Many investors, expecting the 
market to rise, had bought fu- 
tures contracts, largely on credit, 
and were unable to pay the ba- 
lance when prices tumbled.- 

The Hong Kong Futnres 


Guarantee Corporation, which 
insures against defaults, has sued 
34 brokers for about 1.7 billion 
dollars ($217 millio n) in defaulted 
contracts. 

Brokers, who appealed for 
help saying that about SO of die 
exchange’s 127 members could 
face bankruptcy, later bad talks 
with exchange officials. 

“We will see if we can give 
them more time to pay-” said Mr. 
Gordon Macwfainnie, chairman 
of the guarantee corporation. 

But the officials said they did 
not expect to allow brokers to pay 
a proportion of the amount due, 
which some brokerage firms had 
sought. 

Partners want action 

In another development, 
America's trading partners want 
action on cutting the massive 
U.S. budget and trade deficits 
and their calls for progress grew 
louder on Thursday. 

“I say once again, a country 
with a budget deficit, with a trade 
deficit of around $150 billion... 
causes structural imbalances. 
They must be put right,” West 
German Economics Minister 
Martin Bangemann said in a 
radio interview. 

Of U.S. criticism about his own 
economic policy, Mr. Bange- 
mann said: “We cannot accept it 
when someone tells us we have 
done things wrong when quite 
clearly we have achieved things.” 

He was not the only European 
to say others have been talking 
out of turn about economic 
policy. 

“Everybody who is responsible 
for monetary policy should in 
principle refrain from remarks 
about the preferred level for the 
dollar or interest rates,” said 
Dutch Central Bank President 
Wim Duisenberg. 

Dutch Prime Minister Ruud 
Lubbers said the dollar's sharp 
rise before 1985, and its near 
halving in value since, was “no- 
thing short of a scandal.” 

But Mr. Lubbers said the U.S. 
budget deficit is the big problem. 

“The deficit is too high and we 
cannot solve it through monetary 
policy alone,” he said. 

In France, Finance Minister 
Edouard Balladur called for 
strengthening the Louvre accord 
— the agreement last February 
between the United States, 
Japan, West Germany, France, 
Britain and Canada to stabilise 
currencies — with a international 
scheme of managing interest rates 
and a permanent secretariat. 

In Antwerp, Mr. Clive Bergel, 
managing director of New York 
securities firm Bear Stearns and 
Co., told a business conference 
that the stock market crash and 
the dollar's drop were due to a 
lack of faith in those running the 
U.S. economy. 

“These people opened their 
mouths at the most inappropriate 
time,” he said. 

“There is a credibility gap be- 
tween the market place ana the 
people that run our economies. 
People don't believe what our 
politicians say any more.” 


Third World helps fund 
boom in lending to Japan 


BASLE, Switzerland (R)— Japanese companies led 
a surge in new international borrowings between 
April and June this year, and Third World countries 
provided a hefty share of the money, according to a 
study published on Friday. 


The Bank for International 
Settlements (BIS) said Japanese 
firms and other residents took 
more than half the record $70 
billioa that banks lent to final 
borrowers in the second quarter 
of 1987. 

The $70 billion rise exceeded 
the already high $65 billion of 
new lending during the first 
quarter. 

‘This was the largest quarterly 
expansion yet recorded,” the 
bank said, “and the $135 billion 
of final new lending during the 
first half of 1987 compares with a 
figure of only $55 billion for the 
corresponding period of 1986.” 

The BIS, an institution owned 
by major central banks, said non- 
OPEC Third World countries got 
a modest $1.1 billion of new 
loans, but they also deposited 
some $14.6 billion with interna- 
tional banks. 

In effect, therefore, developing, 
countries helped to finance the 
surge in the so-called new final 
lending to Japan and other weal- 
thy industrial powers. 

Banks financed the rise in new 
international lending in the 
second quarter in part with a rise 
in deposits from member coun- 
tries of the Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), which provided $7.4 bil- 
lion. That was up from only $1.4 
billion in the first quarter. 

In response to the collapse in 
oil prices, OPEC countries had 
withdrawn $21.9 billion from the 


h anks during 1986. 

Non-OEC developing coun- 
tries provided $14.6 billion of the 
money, up from $4.5 billion in 
the January-Mareh period and 
more than the $12.8 billion they 
had deposited with international 
banks during the full year of 
1986, the BIS said. 

Latin America, where most 
countries face a severe debt crisis, 
were major contributors, increas- 
ing their deposits with banks by 
$5.7 billion during the 1987 
second quarter. 

The jump — they had made net 
withdrawals of $700 million in the 
January-Mareh period — was due 
largely to Mexico receiving a $3.5 
billion bank loan and placing 
much of the money with the 
banks for later use, it said. 

But other Latin American 
countries also provided more 
money to banks than thei 
from them. New loans to 
-America totalled only $1.5 billion 
in die second quarter. In the first 
three months of the year, Latin 
American debtors countries had 
repaid $200 billion of bank loans. 

Japan, which is running a 
massive balance of payments sur- 
plus, has issued highly publicised 
plans to recycle some of its re- 
sources to aid debtor countries in 
the Third World. 

The BIS said the bulk of the 
new final lending, or $60.6 bil- 
lion, went to borrowers in the 25 
industrial countries and offshore 
banking centres that provided the 


. data. 

Japanese non-banks — com- 
panies and other residents — 
took np 532.7 billion of the total, 
including foreign currency bor- 
rowed . from Japanese banks, 
direct borrowing abroad and 
foreign currency switched into 
yen by Japanese banks. 

Gross new lending, including 
loans banks made to each other, 
hit $173 billion. up- ; £ram $66 
billion in the first quarter, but 
under the peak $221 billion in the 
fourth quarter of 1986, it said. 

Japan's banks, which normally 
scale back lending in the April- 
June period, actually increased 
their international activities dur- 
ing that period this year. Inter- 
bank claims involving Japanese 
institutions as borrowers or len- 
ders rose by $80-5 billion in the 
three months. 

That was $20 billion more than 
in the January-Mareh period, 
when Japanese banks typically 
engage in “window dressing” — 
boosting their balance sheets be- 
fore the end of their fiscal year on 
March 31, only to pare them back 
once the new financial year starts. 

The $80.5 billion increase had 
been exceeded only during the 
final three months of 1986, when 
the offshore market opened in 
Tokyo, creating a once-off surge 
in activity. 

The BIS gave three factors for 
the rapid international growth of 
Japanese banks. 

“First, Japanese banks ex- 
panded their already sizeable 
portfolio investments in foreign 
currency securities,” it said. 

They also competed with each 
other to swell the size of their 
balance sheets, and tried to meet 
the strong demand for credit by 
Japanese companies. 


U.S. calls for curbing global 
piracy, counterfeiting of goods 


GENEVA (R) — The United 
States, in a proposal to the 95- 
nation GATT trade talks, has 
proposed international rules to 
guard against piracy and counter- ' 
feiting of goods. 

Hie proposal on “intellectual 
property rights,” submitted at a 
closed-door meeting of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT), was made 
available on Thursday. 

"Losses as a result of counter- 
feiting and piracy to the trading 
system as a whole have been 
extensive and are growing,” the 
U.S. proposal said. 

Trade experts estimate abuse 
of patents and trademarks worl- 
dwide to represent $60 billion 

annuall y. 

The U.S. plan urged curbing 
piracy and counterfeiting of pa- 
tents, trademarks, copyrights and 
semiconductor designs. 

It proposed that once the inter- 
national standards were agreed 


under the four-year Uruguay 
round negotiations, which were 
launched a year ago, national 
laws be made to amfonn. 

An enforcement body should 
be set up at the Geneva-based 
GATT, as well as a mechanism 
for settling disputes. 

“In the event that recom- 
mendations are not complied 
with, die agreement should pro-’ 
vide for retaliation,” the plan 
said. 

“In appropriate cases, seizure 
and destruction of infringing 
goods should be available under 
both trade-based and intellectual 
properly rights laws,” it added. 
“Criminal procedures and re- 
medies also should be avail- 
able...” 

The U.S. proposal said the 
existing Berne convention for the 
protection of literary and artistic 
works (copyrights) and the Paris 
convention for the protection of 
industrial property (patents and 


trademarks) provided inadequate 
protection. 

- GATT averts crisis 

Meanwhile, GATT narrowly 
averted a cash crisis on Thursday 

— the eve of its 40th anniversary 

— when the United States 
pledged $1.5 million to make up 
part of its late contributions. 

But a longer-term problem re- 
mained, as about 25 nations owe 
a total $30 million in back pay- 
ments. 

Mr. David Woods, official 
spokesman of the GATT, told a 
news briefing: “The GATT will, 
be able to get to its 40tb 
anniversary without recourse to 
any bank overdraft." 

Earlier, Mr. Charles Carlisle, 
GATT deputy director-general, 
requested permission from the 95 
member governments to take a 
bank loan facility to help cover 
millions of dollars in arrears.

MANILA (R) — The military said on Friday it 
would saturate Manila with special “hunter teams” 
to stop a wave of assassinations in the Philippine 
capital. 


Armed Forces Chief Gen. 
Fidel Ramos said in a statement 
he would launch "saturation pat- 
rols, coordinated checkpoint op- 
erations, selective raids on enemy- 
influenced areas as well as pre- 
emptive actions..." to stem the 
violence. 

By Thursday fourteen people 

— mostly soldiers and policemen 

— had died in a three-day killing 
spree Manila and near the main 
U.S. military base is the Philip- 
pines. The militaiy blamed tbe 
killings on Communist hit squads. 

The dead included three Amer- 
icans, two of them active airmen, 
who were killed on Wednesday in 
the first acts of terrorism against 
U.S. targets in the Philippines in 
a decade. 

At the big American Clark Air 
Base north of Manila where the 
three worked, officials said a 
memorial service would be held 
on Friday. 

Military sources said on Thurs- 
day they feared the killings could, 
signal the start of a Communist 
terror campaign. 

Senior Philippine army sources 


said they had captured a Com- 
munist document outlining a 
campaign codenamed “amerto” 
— American targets of opportun- 
ity. The campaign would be car- 
ried out in two phases between 
August this year and March, 
1988, the document said. 

The document was taken from 
two Communists arrested in a 
round-up of alleged leftists in 
Angeles City, a poor area domin- 
ated by nightclubs and bars, adja- 
cent to the U.S. base. 

U.S. officials have said they do 
not know who carried out the coor- 
dinated attacks around Dark, 80 
kilometres north of Manila, in 
which the three Americans and 
one Filipino died and another 
U.S. Air Force officer escaped 
unhurt when his car was shot at. 

Security, normally the primary 
responsibility of the Philippine 
military, was doubled around the 
base and U.S. Marines also 
mounted patrols. 

Travel outside the bases by the 
15,000 American servicemen and 
thousands more dependents liv- 
ing at Gark and at nearby Subic 


Naval Base remained restricted. 

The Communists have 
threatened to hit U.S. targets in 
retaliation to what they have cal- 
led Washington's interference in 
the Philippines. 

A caller claiming to be a mem- 
ber of a Manila-based Commun- 
ist New People’s Army (NPA) 
unit told a Western news agency 
on Thursday that tbe NPA was 
responsible and would kill seven 
more Americans in tbe near fu- 
ture. 

Police said all the killings bore 
the stamp of the Co mmunis t 
“Sparrow Units" — assassination 
squads named after the fast-mov- 
ing little birds common in the 
city. 

4 Tm not ruling ont any possi- 
bility." Defence Secretary Rafael 
Deto said on Thursday. ‘Tm just 
saying that so far, the indications 
are that these are the leftists' 
actions.” 

Gen. Ramos blamed the "spar- 
rows” for the deaths of 86 people 
in Manila this year, in 79 separate 
strikes. Thirty-eight military 
men, 33 policemen and 15 civi- 
lians were killed, he said. 

The Communists were now 
clearly resorting to terror tactics 
in their 18-year-old insurgency, 
he added. 


Soviet expert denies laser 
station can hit satellites 


MOSCOW (R) - A senior 
Soviet scientist has rejected 
Western press reports that a laser 
tracking station being built in 
Tadzhikistan was for military use 
and capable of destroying satel- 
lites, TASS news agency re- 
ported. 

The reports last week said 
satellite pictures had shown a 
giant laser station under construc- 
tion near Dushanbe, capital of 
Tadzhikistan, which borders on 
Afghanistan and China. 

They quoted experts saying it 
could be used against ballistic 
missiles or satellites as a counter 


to U.S. President Reagan’s 
Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI). 

“The Soviet Union has no such 
installations," TASS quoted 
Yevgeny Velikhov, vice-presi- 
dent of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences, as telling a news confer- 
ence on Thursday. 

He added there was a “low- 
powered unit” in Dushanbe, used 
to track and measure satellites. 

“I can say with absolute confi- 
dence that such installations can- 
not in principle be used for hitting 
satellites," Mr. Velikhov de- 
clared. 


UNICEF dumps Becker 
as goodwill ambassador 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Two-time Wimbledon champion 
Boris Becker will continue to 
help raise funds for needy chil- 
dren although UNICEF has drop- 
ped him as its goodwill ambassa- 
dor, he said in a message released 
here. 

In the message to Secretary 
Genera] Javier Perez de Cuellar, 
the West German protested at 
the U.N. agency’s action, taken 
after he declined to make a com- 
mitment not to play tennis in 
South Africa under the apartheid 
regime there. 

"I will be 20 years old this year 
and I am a good professional 
tennis player, but I think that I 
am too young to enter politics," 
Becker said." 

He said that before UNICEF, 
the U.N. Children's Fund, named 
him to its celebrity roster of 
goodwill ambassadors in April 
19S6 it was aware he had played 
junior tennis in South Africa. But 
there was no mention that he 
should make a statement about 
apartheid, he said. 

Becker said that last year he 
refused to participate in the Ten- 
nis Grand Prix in Johannesburg, 
had not participated this year and 


did not intend to participate in 
1988. 

He noted that when the Swed- 
ish media raised the matter of the 
earlier South African visit, after 
he was scheduled to play in 
Stockholm, “I made a direct and 
strong statement of my beliefs 
that apartheid is very wrong and 
that I am against it.” 

But Becker told the secretary 
general he believed he should not 
be forced to sign something pre- 
pared by UNICEF or any other 
organisation "over this subject or 
any other." 

He said he had played in char- 
ity events for black children in 
Africa and would “continue my 
efforts on my own to help the 
world's neediest children in every 
way I can." 

The Becker controversy coin- 
cides with a major fund-raising 
effort by UNICEF in North 
America: The annual "trick or 
treat" collection conducted by 
children at Halloween. 

Last year, this and other pri- 
vate campaigns contributed $92 
million to the agency, which pro- 
vides food and health services for 
needy mothers and children in 
poor countries.

Colombia 
resumes 
talks with 
guerrillas 

BOGOTA (R) — The Col- 
ombian government has resumed 
direct talks with the country’s 
main guerrilla group in the first 
contact since rebels killed 27 sol- 
diers in an ambush last June, a 
government statement has said. 

It said presidential adviser Car- 
los Ossa Escobar flew on 
Wednesday to a guerrilla moun- 
tain camp and delivered an 11- 
page document to leaders of the 
pro-Soviet Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia (FARC), the 
oldest and best organised rebel 
group. 

Mr. Ossa was shown on televi- 
sion shaking hands with guerrilla 
leaders at the meeting, 140 
kilometres south of Bogota. 

Talks between the government 
and FARC, which signed a cease- 
fire agreement with the previous 
administration three years ago, 
had been frozen since the ambush 
last June. 

Mr. Ossa said in the statement 
that the talks would skirt the issue 
of political reform, winch the 
rebels have said is a prerequisite 
to laying down their arms. 


Chinese 
Communists 
talk about 
profits 

PEKING (R) — China’s new 
Communist entrepreneurs, rhapso- 
dised about profit, risk-taking, 
investment and high salaries on 
Friday, in a scene better-suited to 
Wall Street than the land of the 
Greal Wall. 

Four delegates to the party's 
national congress were intro- 
duced at a news conference with 
job descriptions such as “farmer- 
tumed-entrepreneur” and spoke 
with startling candoT of economic 
concepts that would have been 
violently condemned just two de- 
cades ago. 

Economic reforms are a cor- 
nerstone of acting party leader 
Zhao Ziyang's blueprint for tbe 
next five years, and the delegates 
who were presented as “models 
of fiscal success predicted oppor- 
tunities for businessmen in China 
would continue to improve. 

Guan Guangmei, the manage 
of a vegetable shop chain whose 
pioneering endeavours have been 
hotly derated by reformers and 
hard-liners in recent months, 
painted economic reform as the 
wave of the future, saying it was 
“irresistible” and represented 
“the trend of modern times.” 

Two years ago Guan took 
advantage of a new programme 
to lease state-owned stores in her 
native north-eastern Liaoning 
province, and she now boasts 
1,000 employees. 

She said that after worker 
bonuses and other obligations 
had bedn taken care of, she was 
left with an income about two and 
one-half times that of an ordinary 
worker. She insisted, however 
that "the workers are still masters 
of these enterprises — there is no 
question of exploitation.” 

Corruption among government 
and party officials has been a 
target of tbe present congress, 
and Goan, a darling of the official 
Chinese media, conceded that “it 
was not always smooth sailing 
before I became famous. 

The delegate entrepreneurs 
avoided the word capitalism, and 
often referred to the benefits 
their employees. 

The 42-year-old mastermind 
behind a Shanghai chicken and egg 
venture explained how his wealth 
was justified: “The criterion is 
whether you’re trying to help 
others become prosperous along 
with you,” he said. 

Although Guan insisted that 
her economic success had nothing 
to do with her political success, a 
43-year-old farmer-taroed factory 
operator who employs 1,200 
workers took a view which 
appeared to surprise some of his 
comrades: 

“When we are rich, it is natu- 
ral our political status will be- 
come higher," he said. 


25,000 people evacuated in 
poison gas scare in France 


NANTES, France (R) — About 
25,000 people were evacuated 
from their homes in a massive 
police and army operation after a 
cloud of toxic gas spread over 
western France on Thursday, 
officials said. 

Interior Minister Charles Pas- 
qua told a news conference 24 
people were treated for respira- 
tory problems and eight had been 
detained in hospital. 

The poisonous ammonium ni- 
trate gas belched up from a blaz- 
ing manure silo in this western 
city. It was later dispersed by the 
wind and the evacuees were told 
they could return . home. 

Mr. Pasqua said 25,000 people 
— half the figure earlier 


announced by Nantes Gty Hall 
— had been evacuated. 

The cloud, which medical ex- 
perts said could have the same 
effect as mustard gas, used during 
World War I, measured 13 
kilometres by five kilometres at 
its thickest. 

Seven small towns threatened 
by the yellow cloud were evacu- 
ated, and thousands of children 
were moved to Nantes' main soc- 
cer stadium. 

Buses and lorries transported 
thousands of others to towns out- 
side the danger zone, but police 
said late on Thursday that most 
would be taken back to tbeir 
homes during the night. 


New Malaysian arrests in 
crackdown raise number to 88 


KUALA LUMPUR (R) — 
Malaysian police announced the 
arrest of nine more people on 
Friday, bringing to 88 the number 
held in a crackdown officials say 
is aimed at defusing racial tension 
between Malays and ethnic 
Chinese. 

The latest arrests included an 
opposition member of parliament 
and three people from the east 
Malaysian state of Sarawak. 

Also detained on Friday in 
what has become Malaysia’s big- 
gest police dampdown for over a 
decade was an official of the 
youth wing of the Malaysian 
Chinese Association (MCA), a 
senior member of tbe 13-party 
government coalition. 

On Wednesday, Prime Minis- 
ter Datuk Seri Mahathir Moham- 
mad banned all political rallies 
and defended the polity of arrest- 
ing people he felt could spark 
racial conflict. 

Tension between Malays and 
Chinese has been high in recent 
weeks, partly because of Chinese 


objections to an Education Minis- 
try plan to appoint teachers who 
cannot speak Mandarin to senior 
jobs in Chinese schools. 

The two communities clashed 
in May 1969 and hundreds of 
people were killed in the capital, 
Kuala Lumpur. 

Residents feared that a mass 
rally planned for Sunday by Mr. 
Mahathir's United Malays 
National Organisation (UMNO), 
the dominant government party, 
could have led to a s imilar mas- 
sacre. 

Just over half Malaysia's 16 
million people are Malay, around 
one third Chinese, 10 per cent 
Indian and the rest from other 
groups. 

UMNO and die MCA have 
been at odds over many issues but 
leaders of the two parties and 
from the main Indian party have 
backed Mr. Mahathir’s action, 
winch has also included tbe ban- 
ning of three newspapers he felt 
had inflamed racial sentiment. 


Jay e war dene scraps 
interim administration 


COLOMBO (R) — President 
Junius Jayewardene scrapped 
plans on Friday for an interim 
administration in Sri Lanka’s 
troubled north and east but said 
elections could be held in Decem- 
ber for provincial councils. 

“The north and east are not at 
peace,” he told a news confer- 
ence, explaining why the interim 
arrangements could not be car- 
ried out. 

The president also repeated his 
offer of amnesty to rebels who 
surrendered their arms and 
accepted the democratic process. 

“Any terrorist group that gives 
up violence and enters the demo- 
cratic system, I am prepared to 
give them an unconditional par- 
don,” he said. I 

He included in this amnesty thef 
mostly Sinhalese JVP, or Peof 
pie’s Liberation Front. Govern* 
ment officials have linked the 
outlawed Marxist group, opposed 
to a July 29 peace accord, to 
recent violence in the sooth. 

Many of the majority Sinhalese, 
have expressed misgivings about 
tbe accord, fearing it would even- 
tually lead to the partition of the 
nation of 16 million people, at 
16 per cent Tamil.

The accord also provides for 
provincial council elections in 
December. A constitutional 
amendment allowing this is now 
before the parliament. 

Mr. Jayewardene said he 
would discuss with Indian offi- 
cials the re-establishment of civil 
administration in the north. But 
he sidestepped the potential con- 
tentious issue- of Indian civil 
administrators. 

“We’ll have the normal 
arrangements, he said, adding the 
arrangement “will be the subject 
for discussion” with the Indians. 

In dian electrical and telecom- 
munications technicians have 
been sent to the battered Jaffna 
peninsula to restore public ser- 
vices. 

India also has sent a few civil 
servants to tbe north. Sri Lankan 
officials have insisted they will 
deal solely with food distribution 
to refugees. 


Central American peace 
talks suffer major setback 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Sal- 
vadorean rebels and the Nicara- 
guan government have dealt die 
five-nation Central American 
peace accord severe blows by 
refusing to take further steps for- 
ward. 

Farabundo Marti National Li- 
beration Front (FMLN) guerrillas 
said they would not attend a new 
round of talks with the U.S.- 
backed Salvadorean government, 
which they blame for the murder 
last Monday of a leading h uman 
rights campaigner. 

The talks on a ceasefire in the 
eight-year-old civil war in El Sal- 
vador had been due to begin in 
Mexico on Friday. 

‘To attend this meeting would 
only contribute to the creation of 
false hopes and distract national 
and international attention from 
the murder/’ the rebels said 
in a statement telephoned to 
news organisations on Thursday. 


In Nicaragua, the leftist Sandi- 
nista government announced it 
would not carry out further 
democratic reforms demanded by 
the regional peace pact until 
Washington stopped supporting' 
rightist contra rebels. 

“Compliance with the accords 
means the United States and 
Central American countries must 
end all support for the counter- 
revolutionaries,” the ruling San- 
dimsta National Liberation Front 
(FSLN) said in a statement. 

“In no ways, in no place, and 
with no mediator will there ever 
be direct or Indirect political dia- 
logue with the leadership of the 
counter-revolution,” it said 

“We cannot continue acting 
unilaterally,” the government 
added, referring to reforms it has 
already made, including a declara- 
tion of unilateral ceasefires in 
four war zones and the partial 
lifting of media censorship. 


Sikh rebel leader escapes 
from custody in Punjab 


AMRITSAR, India (R) — A 
Sikh guerrilla leader escaped 
from custody when a police jeep 
was ambushed in the north Indian 
state of Punjab, police said on 
Friday. 

They said the jeep carrying 
militant leader Aroor Singh over- 
turned near Amritsar on Thurs- 
day night after busting a tyre on 
sharp objects scattered on the 
road. Militants lying in wait 
helped him escape, police said. 

Sikh militant sources ques- 
tioned the police report however. 


saying they feared Singh had 
been killed in a staged encounter. 

Until his arrest in February, 
Singh was a leader of the Khalis- 
tan Liberation Force (KLF), one 
of several extremist groups fight- 
ing for an independent Sikh 
homeland, to be called “Khalis- 
tan,” the land of the pure. 

Police sources said the KLF 
was tbe main Sikh guerrilla force, 
before Singh's capture but that it 
had since been eclipsed by groups 
SUCh as the K MiSfan Co mman do 
Force. 


New U.S. court nominee may 
have easier time than Bork 


WASHINGTON (R) — Presi- 
dent Reagan has nominated 
another conservative judge to the 
Supreme Court, but Senate lead- 
ers predicted the nominee's writ- 
ten record was so limited it would 
not generate the opposition that 
defeated Robert Borkl 

Mr. Reagan introduced Judge 
Donald Ginsburg at a White 
House ceremony on Thursday, 
calling for a fair, dispassionate and 
prompt confirmation process in 
the Senate. 

Judge Gmsburg, 41, has not 
built the long, highly visible re- 
cord that sparked a national cam- 
paign against the 60-year-old 
Boric, a federal appeals court 
judge. 

The Senate rejected Judge 
Bork on grounds that be was an 
extremist and based much of its 
opposition on his court rulings 
and extensive published articles 
and written opinions. 

In a reference to the fight over 
Judge Bork, rejected by a 58-42 
vote last week, Mr. Reagan said: 
T hope we can all resolve not to 
permit a reception of the cam- 
paign of pressure politics that has 
so recently drilled the judicial 
selection process.” 

Senate Democrats, including 
Judiciary Committee Chairman 
Joseph Biden, withheld judge- 
ment on Judge Ginsburg, who is 
an appeals court judge in the 
district of Columbia where he is a 
colleague of Judge Bork. 


But one Bork opponent, Ver- 
mont Democrat Patrick Leahy, 
said: “I really don’t think we are 
going to come in with the battle 
lines drawn as in the Bork 
nomination.” 

Alan Simpson, assistant Re- 
publican leader in the Senate, 
said Judge Ginsburg’s name had 
been put before committee 
Democrats, “and they came back 
and grudgingly said, ‘yon know, 
we don't see anything that gives a 
flashpoint of contact like Judge 
Bork’.” 

Senate Democratic leader 
Robert Byrd urged senators to 
“take care not to fan old flames,” 
in considering Judge Ginsburg. 
South Carotiona Republican 
Strom Thurmond said he be- 
lieved Judge Ginsbtzrg was as 
conservative as Judge Bork but 

not so controversial. 

And People for die American 
Way, a lobbying group that led 
the campaign against Judge Bork, 
while expressing disappointment 
at the choice of Judge Ginsburg, 
reserved its position. 

Mr. Reagan suffered a severe- 
political blow when Judge Bork 
was rejected after being attacked 
as a judicial extremist who might 
try to reverse historic czvfl rights 
and privacy rulings. 

As Mr. Reagan’s aides were 
carefully planning their confirma- 
tion strategy, officials indicated 
the White House would try to set 
a dignified tone in the debate.

Aq uino : It’s tough being woman president 

MANILA (R) — It’s the little details that make it tough being a 
woman president, Corazon Aquino says. A man can get out of 
bed, comb his hair and he’s ready. But it’s different for a woman, 
the Philippine head of state said on Friday. On tbe night of fee 
Aug. 28 coup attempt, when she was shaken from a deep sleep to 
learn that rebel soldiers were trying to kill her, Mrs. Aquino 
admitted her mind turned to her appearance. “If I was a male 
president all I would have had to do is get dressed and comb my 
hair and that's it But if you are a female president, then you have 
to worry about your make-up,” she told a -luncheon gathering of 
the foreign correspondents association of the Philippines. Mrs. 
Aquino admitted it might seem a little petty to worry about 
grooming when her bodyguards were putting their lives on the 
fine. But she said the foreign press was baying for photographs 
that would be published around the world, so appearances 
mattered. "I cannot allow myself to be photographed having 
literally just gotten up from bed,” she said. But women do have 
an advantage sometimes, said Mrs. Aquino, commander-in-chief 
of the Philippine Armed Forces. “1 get the impression that many 
of the men would like to protect me," she said. She showed her 
tough side when questioned about a criminal libel suit she filed 
against a Filipino columnist who accused her of hiding under her 
bed during the coup attempt. “I will not allow anybody to lie 
about anything that puts my honour at stake," she said angrily. 
“It's bad enough being a woman commander-in-chief without 
being accused of cowardice too.” 

Money, jewellery found in Titanic safe 

PARIS (AP) — A safe and a satchel raised from the wreck of the 
Titanic were opened on live television early Thursday, yielding 
s oggy banknotes, coins and jewellery, including a gold pendant 
witna small diamond and the inscription, “may this be your lucky 
star.” The programme, “return to the Titanic ... live” also 
advanced the argument that a fire in the luxury liner’s hold played 
a role in its sinking 75 years ago. An assistant purser's safe 
brought up from the wreck last summer contained an assortment 
of gold-coloured British coins, whose value was estimated by an 
expert on the programme at about $5,000. The leather satchel was 
opened to reveal jewellery, a watch, a ring, chains, wads of U.S. 
currency and an object — possibly a stickpin case — with the 
initials “R.L.B it apparently belonged to Richard L. Beckwith, 
a first-class passenger who escaped the sinking ship on a life boat 
with his wife. A razor blade box bearing Beckwith's initials also 
was found. The satchel also contained the inscriped pendant and a 
bracelet with the name “Amy written in tiny diamonds. The 
currency was said to be in excellent condition^ although it looked 
soggy and muddy. “I should recognise the Yankee dollar when i 
seen, but I don’t,” said the show’s host, actor Telly Savalas. The 
artifacts were scooped from the floor of the Atlantic Ocean from 
an expedition to the sunken luxury liner and shown on a live 
segment of a two-hour international broadcast. 

Gold, silver salvaged from shipwreck 

PEKING (AP) — Gold, silver and priceless artifacts have been 
salvaged from the wreck of a ship that sank at least 700 years ago 
off southern China’s coast, an official report has said. The 
shipwreck was discovered by Chinese and British explorers in the 
South China Sea, the English-language China Daily said. The 
vessel was built during the 12th or 13th century, it said. The 
newspaper did not say when the wreck was found or how its 
location was determined. Only part of the contents, including 
gold, silver, porcelain and other items, have been brought to the 
surface and a plan is being drafted to conduct large-salvage 
operations, the paper quoted an unidentified salvage official as 
saying. The official, from the China Salvage Co., told the 
newspaper that the ship may have been on a trade mission to sell 
Chinese products. 

Women’s ‘headache’ sex excuse a myth 

LONDON (R) — Women hardly ever use a headache as an 
excuse for avoiding sex with their partner, according to a British 
survey. And when they do frown and say “not tonight, darling, 
I've got a headache," they are telling the truth, researchers 
reported on Wednesday Only two per cent of women polled in 
Britain used headaches avoid seX, a Gallup survey on tension 
headaches found. Family physician Dr. Tom Smith, announcing 
the survey findings, said: “the hoary old belief that housewives 
use headaches as an excuse for refusing tbeir husbands is a myth. 
Most women know that sex is good for headaches. It helps you 
relax and that eases the muscles at the back of the neck.” The 
survey said that as many as 60 per cent of people with tension 
headaches suffered in silence, tellin g no one:
